Dr. Miquel had alroady shown that one 
letter furnished by Ahlwart and purporting 
to lave Written hy M. Kalindere, 
Presideut of tlie Rounianian Senate, in re- 
lation to the 85 per cent, alleged to have 
beeh paid to the Disconto Gesoilschaft, waa 
a forgery, and that no man named Kalin- 
(lero was ever the prosiling officer of the 
Senate of Roumania, 

Notwithstanding these disclosures Ahl- 
warilt remainod callous and unabashed, and 
delined to withdraw the cliarges. 

Tho committee delogated Dr, Portach and 
Herr Bebel to coufer with Abhlwardt 
privately, but the conference did vot result 
in anything, Ahlwardt declining to with- 
draw from the attitude he had taken, Dr. 
Portuch subsequmitly told the committee 
that he aod Herr Bebel had vainly tried to 
show Ablwardt that certain of his charges 
were impossible; that the Disconto Gesell- 
schaft-could not have taken 35 per cent, for 
money advanved to construct the Rouman- 
ian railways. 

Herr Bebel added that the task of con- 
vincing Ahlwardt of the error of his 
charges in cotinection with the Disconto 
Gesollschaft was impossible because the 
man seemed to bo ignorant of the radi 
menta of arithmetic, and could neither 
uudorstand accounts nor grasp the real 
bearing of the documents be bad submitted 
to the Reichstag. 

Horr Pickenbach, an Anti-Semite, de- 
elared that he had hoped for the best for 
Allwardt, but he conld.no longer believe a 
wortl he said. 

Dr. Lieber urged the committee to close 
the matter, He declared that it, produced 
in bim, as in most people, a feeling of tnoral 
and physical disgust to see a German repre- 
seutative mako such « spcetacle of himself, 

The remark brought Ahlwardt his 
feet, and he menaced Dr, Lieber with his 
fist. He said that Dr, Lieber’s last remark 
Was an obvious referenc ® to the circum. 
stance of his (Ahiwurdt's) appesring before 
the committee yesterday with ao rent in his 
clothing. Dr. Lieber’s allusion to this cire 
cumstonce was infamous. 

Phe chairman of the committee catled 
Ablwardt to order. The latter repeated 
the expression that Dr. Lieber’s words 
wore infamous, whereupon the whole com- 
mittee arose. Alhlwardt hurled abusive 
epithets at them collectively, and finally 
left the committee room shouting that he 
would not remain to be insulted. He then 
rushed into tho lobby, where he toid a 
group of his friends that the committee 
would next declare him mad. ‘The com. 
mittee briefly passed the report attirming 
that all the charges were baseloss.

A MAGNIFICENT VESSEL. 


The New Cunard Steamship Campaniu, 
the Largest Passenger Moat Afloat. 
New Yorn, May l.— The new Cunard 

steamer Campania which arrived Saturday 
from Liverpool is the largest passenger ves- 
sel afloat, her dimeusions being; Length 
over all 625 feet, breadth 65 feet, depth 41 
fect. Her measurement is nearly 13,000 
tons. Tho engines are said to be the most 
powerful and perfect of the kind aver con- 
structed, developing at least 25,000 horse 
power by steam generated trom 13 boilors 
heated by 100 furnaces. 

The masts and funnels rake at the same 
angle, giving the vessel a yacht-like appear- 
ance, The two funnels are cach 26 feet in 
diameter, and an idea of their iinmense size 
may be realized when it is said that more 
than 20 people took lunch in one of the 
sections when it was lying in the shipyard 
on the Clyde.

STRIKING FOR CANADA 


Roehl aud Vallister Believed to Be on 
Their Way to Canada 

Great BAunixncton, Mass, May 1.— 
Notsince Bockwith so brutally murdered and 
cremated Vandercook in bis cabin in 
the wilds of Auste:litz has Western Massa 
chusotts been go stirred up 43 over the ro- 
ported appearance of Roebl and Pallister 
in the fastneases in Mount Washington. 

When first the report spread it was un 
believed, but the stand taken by the 
authorities aud the evident ease with 
which the convicts could have reached the 
mountain has caused even the ecoffers to 
look grave. Ths female members of the 
community refuse to stir from their homes 
aftdr sunset, and even the bravest of the 
wooduen look askance at well hidden 
caves and thickly wooded mountain sides, 

The sturdy denizens of southwestern 
Massachusetts have begun asearch which will 
scour every inch of the wilderness, and will 
dislodge the fugitives if they are in the 
territory covered. The search began at 
suurise Saturday and was ouly discon- 
tinued at dark. More than 200 determined 
nen, armed with weapons resurrected from 
years gone by, divided into parties of about 
a dozen each, and began to work their way 
slowly and cautiously from the base of the 
mountain toward the top. 

The theory that the men are on the way 
to Canada was strengthened by a story from 
Walter H. Tioknor of Alford. This morn- 
ing he saw two men pass by his house 
through the bushes on the opposite side of 
the road and disappear in the thickets. 
Mr, Ticknor was surprised at their evident 
avoidance of him and noticed the men 
critically. They looked like the pictures 
of the escaped murderers, one wearing a 
derby, the other a woolen cap, Each had 
about a week's growth of beard. 

Mr. Ticknor thought it hia duty to in- 
form tho officers aud started for this town.

TORNADO IN TEXAS 


Loveis One story Houses With Walle Two 
Feet Thick—The Town of Olsco De- 
atroyed— Ubirty Killed 

Dauuas, Teox., May | The News cor- 
respondent learns d from passengers on the 
vasthound train last evening that tho de 
struction by the cyclone was 
simply appalling. There are not more than 
26 or 30 houses left standing, and up to the 
time tho train passed there 21 dead bodies 
had been recovered from the ruins, aud 
10 or 12 more persons missing. 

Strong one-story buildings, with walls two 
feot thiok, wore levelled io the ground, 

A heavy freight enginoand a whole 
train of cars wore blown from 
the track and demolished and several hua 
drod feot of side track was torn up 

The number injured is something like 
100. 

The building which Frank Hickman oc- 
cupied was blown down and his five child- 
ren killed, 

The following telegram was received by 
Mayor Levi from County Judge Davenport 
and Mayor Graves: 

"Cisco has beou destroyed by the most 
destructive cyclone that has ever visited 
Yeoxas. More than four-fifths of the people 
aro without houses. There are many killed 
and wounded. Help is needed to bury the 
dead and take care of the wounded.” 

A mesango from Valley View stated that 
& severe slorin passed over that town at 
8.30 p.m. blowing down several houses 
and doing much damage w property. No 
one was hurt,

NEWS OF THE OHUROHES. 





Rev, Dr. John Burwash Preaches Educa- 
tional Sermons—Confirmation Services, 


Rey. OC, E. Dobbs, of Kingston, preached 
two very able sermons in the Reformed 
Episcopal church yesterday, Tho congre 
gations were larger than usual. Bishop 
Oampbell will hold confirmation services in 
this church next Sunday morning. 

Yesterday was the fourth Sunday after 
Easter, and also the eve of the festival of 
St. Philip and St. James. \St. Philip was 
one of the firat called by our Lord. Ho 
was pub to death at Hlerapolis, {in Phrygia. 
St. James “‘the less," the son of Alpheus, 
was a kinsman of our blessed Lord. It 
may have been from this affinity that he 
was eledted by the other apostles to be the 
first bishop of the Ohuroh at Jerusalem, 
the duties of which high office he so zeal- 
ously discharged, until his martyrdom, as 
to win the title of ‘James the Juct,” 

At Bridge street church the day was 
devoted to educational subjects, it belng 
the local anniversary of the Educational 
Soclety of the charch. Inthe morning the 
Rev. Mr. Baker lald down some strong 
progositlons as to the education of youth. 

e doesn’t think that the powers thab bo 
In Belleville are dolngall that might be done 
to make the public and high schools the 
best ventilated, best lighted, best heated 
and most cheery bulldogs. He was spec 
fally severe on the cram system, and the 
too great varloty of subjects and text books 
to the detrimont of the essentials, the 3 r's. 
He had to be a very drowsy man who went 
to sleep atthe service In the evening, for 
the Rev. Dr. John Burwash {fs 80 yigorous 
in his style and stimulating ln his thoughts, 
that he nob only aroused his hearera to lls- 
ten to him, bat sent them home to ponder 
some of the eplgrammatic sentences he 
gave expressionto. Inatrenchant way he 
portrayed two of the great elemepts of na- 
tural groarness; these be dezlared were the 
character of our young people, and the fear 
of the Lord. He was no’ party politiolan, 
he declared, and yet he always attended po- 
litical meetings. He had attended every 
one of the great gatherings of both 
partlas during the lasb§«=-_ general 
election, in which he had heard the weal of 
the people discussed, the elements of na- 
tlonal wealth, and how the natlon could 
become truly prosperous ; and yet nelther 
Grib nor Tory had sald a word about the 
character of our young people, and they had 
totally ignored the great Ruler of nations 
as a factor in our national life. Property ! 
property|! property!!! the preacher declared 
was apparently everything, and moral, roll- 
glous and Intellectual truths, which are the 
foundation of all natlonal groatness, were 
totally ignored. He patd’s high tribute to 
the public and High School teachers of the 
Province, who he belloved were nob one 
whit behind the clergy in moral goodness.

king of Staten Island, advocate of commer 
cial reciprocity with ¢ anada, promoter ot 
numerous projecta of more or lees financial 
success a ip prominent member of the 
Now York Chamber of Commerce, the New 
York Board of Trade and until recently o 
member of R. G. Dun & Qo., bas joined his 
wife in making an assignment for the bene 
fit of hia creditors. 

The total amount of Wiman's 
ties and assete is not known, but it ia osti 
mated, however, that the liabilities will 
amount to $1,000,000 at least and may ox 
ceed that sum 

The only available asscts are bulieved to 
consist of some land on Staten Island which 
atends in the name of his wife, Wiman as 
a Canadian and British subject being un 
able to hold any land in this country in his 
own name 

But for the transfor of thisland the fact 
of Wiman's failure might not have become 
generally known for some tine 

In order to protect hin roditors anaasign 
mont in trust was made under the com 
mov law, which was done about a month 
ago by Wiman and wife 

Mra, Wiman transferred about 400 acres 
ot land on Staten Island which stood in her 
name tor the benefit of oreditors Pre 
sumably through Wiman’s influence with 
Staten Island officials the filing of the os 
aignmont deed was not made public at the 
time, 

The trustee for the oreditora under the 
assignment is David Bennet King, Mr. 
King declined to say anything Saturday 
further than to admit the fact that he ia 
trastee for the Creditors under the Assign 
ment deed, and as such it is his duty to 
do the best he can for them with the pro 
pecty placed in bis charge. 

Mr. King declined to give out a list of 
creditors (the assigninent deed does not 
mention them in detail) or state the amount 
of Wiman’s liabilities, 

The assigorentdeed was exovuted by 
Mrs. Eleanor Wiman and Erastus Wiman 
on March 31. Mr. Wiman, it is said, es- 
timated tho property transferred for the 
benefit of the oreditors to be worth $1,000,- 
000, but other persona whose opinions have 
been asked do not value itasa quick assot 
at more than $500,000 and think that if a 
forced sale were made it would not realize 
that much. 

Probably the largest creditor is the firm 
of R. G Don & Cy Mr, Dun, senior 
partner, was out of town Saturday, ond 
other partners decline to say anything 
on the subject further than to admit 
knowledge of the assignment and that the 
firm was numbered among the creditors 

Upon the information given a reporter 
The Evening Post alleged that Mr, 
Wiman was indebted’ to R, G. Dun & Co, 
fora very large sum, said to be between 
$300,000 and §400,000. 

Some weeks ago, after Mr. Wiman rotired 
from the firm of R.G. Dun&Co>., The 
Evening Post was informed on trustworthy 
authority that it had been discovered that 
while ostensibly a member of the firm of 
R, G. Dun & Co,, Wiman had pledged 
the oredit of the firm by issuing notes 
in its name to the amount of several 
hundred thousand dollars and that suit 
was begun to prevent the notes falling into 
the hand#@ of other and innocent holders 
and to secure « settlement of the indebted- 
ness. Mr. Wiman and also members of 
R.G. Dan & Co. declared at the time there 
was no truth in the story. 

The Evening Post informant, however, 
assured a correspondent Saturday that 
Wiman pledged the credit of R. G. 
Dun & Co, as stated, and that it was not 
until aftor suit was begun that Wiman se- 
cured R.G. Dun & Co, against loss and that 
firm then rotired the notes. 

On Feb. 22. Jist, 
announced Wimin had retired from the 
firm of R. G. Dan & Co., Mr. Dan stited 
“because of Certain actions of Mr. Wiman 
he some titne previously concluded to drop 
Mr. Wiwan’s naine from the fiunm and 
that Was the reason the firm returned to 
its old style and Lille of R. G. Dan & Co., 
ivstead of Lun, Wiman & Co.” 

The cause of Wiinun’s difficulties is not 
lefinitely known beyond the general 
statement that it was due co the multitude 
ol his extensive ventures, and the stringepey 
of the money macket has had a disastrous 
elect. He lias lived in a foirly lavish 
fashion = in a large house on St 
George's street, and his expenditures being 
hoavy, while his sources of income, 
as known outside of the salary 
formerly received from R. G. Dun & Co., 
which was large, must have been limited. 

Che tact of the assigument has been 
known to some men on Wall-street for 

several days, therefore no surprise was ex- 
pressed by many bank officials when the 
matter Was mentioned to them. It was 
said that it was known he had a good deal 
of paper oul, having borrowed wherever he 
oould.

In Trust For the Creditors, 

New Bricuton, S.L, May 1.—Erastus 
Wiman denies that he has made an assigo- 
ment. He says that being a British subject 
and unable as such to own land in the State 
of New York his large real ostate acoumu 
lations on Staten Island have hitherto been 
held in the name of his wife. Several 
years ago this property, which with 
development would realize $1,000,000, was 
all conveyed by Mrs. Wiman to a trustee 
for the benefic of creditors past, present 
or to coine, In this conveyance 
Mr, Wiman joined. The result of 
the creation of this trust is to 

lace within the reach of creditors a 
arge estate hitherto unavailable to them 
and isthe only foundation for tho story 
thot Mr. Wiman had assigned 

Mr. Wiman denies very emphatically 
that he had used the credis of R. G 
Dun & Co, and said that he was not in 
debted to R. G, Duun & Co. between 
$300,000 and $400,000. Mr Wiman 
denies that suit bas been brought against 
him by that firm. 

A reporter called on Kobert Dun Douglas 
of the firm of R. G. Dan & Co, at his home 
in Orange, N.Ji, last evening. Mr. 
Dougias said that he was unable to state 
the exact amount of money that Me. 
Wiman owed the firm, as this could not be 
ascertained till they heard from all the 
branches of the firm in the principal cities. 
He said that Mr. Wiman left the 
firm about two montha ago in a 
somowhat unpleasant manner When

would exceed $250,000, and would prob-

Act, Jocal option bylaws, the 
Scott Actin Ontirio, the prolilbitory law in 
New Brunswick, whose failure had retarded 
temperance bal a century, and in other 
ways impressed his hearers with the Festina 
leute” policy of the Government. Then he said 
o few good words for the plebiscite, showed 
its advantages, which bavo all been pointed 
out before, nud suggested that the vox 
populi on the matter should be caught at the 
next municipal elections who the animus

Mr, Balfour advanced four final argu- 
ments; 1, The passage of the Marter bill 
would weaken aud set back the temperance 
cause; 2, in the meantime we could have a 
plebiscite, 3, and the report of the commis- 
sion, 4, and the question of | jurisdiction 
sottlod, Ho moved thesecond reading of the 
bill this day three months. 

Mr. Waters still furtber smoothed the 
path of tho Government denouement, He 
doubted the jurisdiction of the province and 
asked that the Government give assurance 
that the question of jurisdiction would be 
tested before tha bighest tribunal. 

Again there was an awkward pause, The 
Opposition didn't seem ready to go on, It 
was only the understanding that the vote 
would be taken to-day when the absent mem- 
bers had come back that prolonged the de- 
bate, 

“Question! Question!” shouted the im- 
patient ones. 

Speaker Ballantyne donned bis three-cor- 
nered hat and was half way through Mr. 
Balfour's amendment when Mr, Ross came 
to the rescue, The Minister of Education 
empbasized tho arguments already adduced 
by Mr. Balfour, He recited, the ill-effects 
of previous basty legislation. He detailed 
the beneficial, restrictive and temperance 
legisintion of the Government, citing the 
Crooks Act and the reduction of licenses 
consequent upon that and the subsequent 
regulation which made the number of li- 
censes proportionate to the population. He 
took up the question of jurisdiction, told the 
disastrous effects of precipitate legislation in 
New Brunswick and said: “I believe it is 
the duty of a prudent legislature to ascertain 
our power and then exercise it wisely.” The 
passing of such & measure as Mr, Marter’s 

ill would result in the evils mentioned in his 
motion. 

I believe the Scott Act, despite its repeal, 
was ao great educating influence, showing 
conclusively that no legislation is conclusive 
except absolute prohibition. Such ao meas- 
ureas Mr. Marter’s would endanger Sir 
Oliver's reputation as a ‘groat coustitutional 
lawyer. Then in favor of the plebiscite, 
“Let us flod out the substantial value of all 
the petitions that have been pouring in, The 
Government propose, six months or so hence, 
when men’s ;minds aro calm, when party 
spirit is dormant, to submit to a vote of the 
peonle not of the retail sale of liquor—the 

ar-rooms, God kuows. are Wad enough, but 
rathor those than the cantedn in the private 
house and the demijohn in the workman's 
dwelling—not a question of partial probibi- 
tion but of the total prohibition of the im- 
portation, manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors.” 

The Hon. Alexander Mackenzie bald sano- 
tioned the plebiscite as the constitutional 
method that the Dominion should adopt in 
dealing with the question A few more 
words for thé plebiscito and Mr. Ross read 
his amendment to the amendment which has 
bsen givon before 

Bix o'clock and Mr, Speaker did now leave 
the chair, 

At 8 p.m, the debate was resumed. Never 
wos @ discussion more notoriously struvg 
out, It was a caso of vexiug the drowsy oar 
of night to steve off a division until to-day, 
The silence deep as death intervened palpably 
botwoen each speaker, Mossra, Wood (Hast- 
ings) acd Meacham were the Opposition

OANADA STILL LEADS. 
. It is noted by our excellent contempor- 
"ary, tho Hamilton Spectator, that Oacada 
continues to lead the United States In the 
matter of railways. Poor's Railway Man- 
ual gives the mileage of rallways operated 
fa the United States In 1892 at 152,689. 
Calculating the population abt 65,000,000, 
this gives ono mile of finished road to each 
425 inhabitants. On the 30th of last Jane 
there wore in Canada 14,870 miles of fin- 
ished snd operated rallway In Canada, 
This includes all mafn lines on which ralls 
were laid; but not sldings nor work under 
constructlon. If the popalatlon be calcu- 
lated at 5,000,000, it will be seen that wo 
have one mile of finished road to each 336 
Inhabitants. 

In the matter of capital Invested, Canada 
{is alsoin the lead. The capital stock ard 
- fanded debt of the rallways of tho United 
States amount to $10,044,471,725, or about 
‘$165 for each inhabitant of the country. 
Tho capital invested {n Canadian railways 
 smounts to $844,991,749, or about $169 
_- for each inhabitant. 

The advantage which Canada possesses 
{fs put Into stronger light when we remem- 
ber that the Domiplon had invested about 
$60,000,000 {n canals, or about $12 per 
head, besides the cost of the railways ; 
while In the United States the construc- 
tlon of canals has been on a very small 
scale. 

Neary all of this vast outlay for railways, 
and much morc than half of that for canals, 
has been made since confederation, that {s, 
daring the last quarter of a century. Of 
course, a good deal of the money has been 
borrowed. The government as a govern- 
ment, and the country asa country, owes 
vast some lo Great Britain. But the money 
has been very well Invested, because {t has 
brought the Oanadian producer 2o much 
nesrer to his British customer. This Is 
shown by the fact that the difference In 
price between any Canadian market and 
the Liverpool market {s a steadily decreas- 
ipg quantity. The farmer gets a larger 
and larger proportion of the price which 
the British consumer pays, because rall- 
ways and steamships have made” freight 
charges so much less than they formerly 
were. An attempt is belng made toshow 
that freight charges on Northwest produce 
sre high, though they are much lower than 
they arointhe United States. But if it 
were notfor the Oanadian Pacifico railway 
préduco'from the Northwest could not be 
sarriod out of the country a> all, and that 
great laid would remain a wilderness.

Nine o'clock saw every available 
transportation to the Fair grounds tested to 
its full capacity and in some cases beyond 
it. Owing to the small part taken by the

Meanwhile the procession was in course of 
formation on the avenue north of ite inter 
section with Twenty-second-stree At 
the head was a platoon of mounted bells € 

Tho procession of carriages was led by a 
vehicle containing the national commissions. 
In tho seventh carriage sat tho President of 
the United States. 

The foreign division was inaugurated 
with the fourteenth carriage. This wos oo- 
cupied by tho Duke of Veragua, Com 
mander Dickens and others, The Duchess 
of Veragua was escorted by Mrs. Potter 
Palmer. 

The procession entered the grounds in 
less than an hour from time of starting. 

From the centre of the platform proper 
there radiated a specia’ stand, and upon 
this there were chairs for President Cleve 
land, Vice-President Stevenson, the Duke 
of Veragua and his party, and the higher 
national and local officers of the Fair. Im- 
mediately in the rear were tlie xections as- 

signed to the members of the diplomatic 
corps, while to their rightand left the other 
officials and guests of the occasion were 
ranged. Behind these were placed the or- 
chestra. In front of all, occupying the two 
wings on the right and left of the speakers’ 
stand, was provision for some 300 repre: 
sentatives of the press, who represented 
nearly every civilized nation on tho face of 
the Jobs. 

After the distinguished guests had been 
seated on the platform everything was in 
readiness for the inauguration of the exer- 
cises proper, It had been intended to pre- 
face tho spooch-making with a graud chorus 
of 1000 voices, but owing to an oversight in 
drawing the plans of the platform this 
feature was eliminated and in its place wos 
rendered a Columbian march composed for 
the occasion by Prof, Johu K. Paine. 
Theodore Thomas wiolded the baton and 
600 instruments responded to the wand of 
authority. 

As the music died away the blind chap- 
Inin of the United States Senate, Rev. Dr. 
W. H. Milburn, was led forward to the 
front of the platform and offered prayer. 
Many of those about him joined in the 
“Amen” with which the man of God con- 
cluded his invocation, 

When Director-General Davis concluded 
his address the Vresident of the United 
States slowly arose from his seat, and as he 
swept his oyes first over the occupants of 
the platform and then over one of the 

reatest audiences that man had ever 
aced there went up a cheer that seemed to 
shake the massive dome of the building be- 
hind him and which reverberated through 
the grounds like the rattling of musketry. 
At last, when throats and arms alike were 
tired anda semblance of quiet had come 
over the throng, he commenced his address. 

As the President was concluding the 
final sentences his eyes wandered to the 
table that was close at his left hand. Upon 
this was the button the pressure upon which 
was to start the machinery and make the 
opening of the exposition an accomplished 
fact. As the last words fell from the Pre- 
sident’s lips he pressed his finger upon the 
button. This was the signal for a demon- 
stration in fact difficult of imagination and 
infinitely more so of description. At one 
and the same instant the audience burst 
into e thundering shout, the orchestra peal- 
ed forth tho strains of the ‘‘Hallelujah 
Chorus”; the wheels ot the great Allis en- 
gine in machinery hall commenced to re- 
volve; the electric fountains in the lagoon 
threw theic torrents toward the sky; a 
flood of water gushed forth from the foun- 
tain and rolled back again into the basin; 
the thunder of artillery came from the 
vessels in the lake; the chimes in Manufac- 
turers’ Hall and on the German buildings 
rangoutamerry peal and overhead the 
flags at the top of the poles in front of the 
platform revealed two gilded models of the 
shipsin which Columbus first sailed to 
America’s shores. At the same moment 
also hundreds of flags of all nations and 
all colors were unfurled and within sight of 
the platform. lt was fully tea minutes be- 
fore the demonstrations subsided, Then 
the band played ‘‘Amorica,” aud the exer- 
cises were atanend. The Columbian Ex- 
position was open to the nations of the 
world. 

The crowd in attendance was enormous 
aud was variously estimated at from 150,000 
to 175,000. Before the ceremonies were 
half over 20 women and half as many men 
had beon removed unconscious to the hos- 
pital, where a corps of physicians wero in 
waiting. Most of the helpless ones had 
simply fainted, but a number were suffer

The Supreme Court Hands Down Several 
Judgments VYosterday, 


Orrawa, Ont, May 2—When the 
Supreme Court met Monday for the Furnas

The firat case was that of Davies v. Mc- 
Millian, an ap ent from the Supreme Court 
of British Calambin.

Action was brought 
against him for tho wrongful seizure of 
goods on an execution. Judgment was in 
tho firat instance obtained for S061. 
The full course of the province reversed 
that judgement. The Supreme Court 
confirmed the original judgment of 
$9161 against the slicrif, with costs 

In the case of McArthur v. MeDowall, 
the appeal was dismissed. © This. was 
action against. Mr. MoDowall, M.P. for 
Saskatchewan, to recover $5000, the 
amount of & promissory note made by hin 
for the accommodation of one Joseph 
Knowles, Mr. McDowall has been success- 
fulin defending the case in every court, 
first before Justice MuGuire of the North- 
west terito.es, then before the Suprenie 
Court of the territories, and now before 
Supreme Court of Canuda. 

The cuse of Moore y. Jackson was taken 
under the Married Women's Property Act. 
In this case the appeal was allowed, restor- 
ing the judgniont of the Queen’s Bench 
Divisional Court and reversing the judg- 
ment of the Court of Appeal. Court then 
proceeded to give judgments in several 
Quebec cases.

Toront May 3 The clouds, spent 
with weeping, beheld dry-cyed yeater 
day the burial of the Marterbill by 
a vote of 54 to 33. Tho sky that has 
mourned sympathetically for the mea 
sure, whenever it has come up, Was as gray 
and dank as the wiaty legal arguments 
that strove to vindicate Sir Oliver's position 
as the greatest conatitutional lawyer of his 
day and soil 


Probably no provincial measure has of 
late years created such widespread interost 
No division has been looked forward to 
with such expectaucy. No debate has had 
auch uniformly crowded galleries, And 
what has come of it? Tho question of juris 
diction isin as bazy doubt aa ever, 

The Debate 


Contrasting the position of the Govern 


ment with bw own side of the case, Mr 
Whitney was glad that the Opposition 
could not be accused of shirking any re- 


sponsibility. Mr. Balfouc’a impertinent 
abuse of people 300 milesaway at Ottawa 
did not affect tha merite of the question in 
point, ‘The Minister of Education, with his 
craftily worded resolution, had barned his 
bridges behind him. The Attorney-Gener- 
al, so said his henchmen, bad expressed 
doubt as to the power of the province in 
the matter, Cortain nebulous opinions of 
his, expressed elsewhere than in the House, 
had come to his ears. Sir Oliver had not 
made any deliverance in the House, Surely 
wo have no right to listen to the shallows’ 
murmor while the deeps are dumb. 
He has failed in his duty of 
conscience-kesper. This amendment doesn’t 
say they will pass any measure, but that 
when the question of jurisdiction is settled 
they will consider the matter. Let the 
Goyerninent say whether we have the 
power or not, ‘But no; the liquor dealers 
are fastened to the Administration by an 
iron chain.” Mr, Whitney then told the 
story of a torchlight procession at Hamil- 
ton paid for he averred by assessments 
upon the liquor dealers of that unfortunate 
town.

In’73 Dr, Clarke had done so, At that 
time both himself, the leader of the Opposi- 
tion, Mr. Cameron, afterwards Chief Justice, 
and all tho lawyers in the House were 
of the opinion that the measure was 
ultra vires. Whatever might be said 
to the contrary, Mr. Marter’s was a prohi- 
bition bill Nineteen-twentieths of all 
liquor sales were mado in shops and tav- 
erus. Theo wholesale trade wasa mere 
fraction. How, then, could the Opposition 
argue that this measure was a matter of re- 
gulation merely? 

Then Sir Oliver recited the disastrous

THE WIMAN ASSIGNMENT 
Creditors Disposed 10 Demand an Imme.- 
dinate Accounting 


New Yonx, May 2.—The assigomeot or trans 
ferin trust of the greater part of the landed 
estate of Erastus Wiman, the Staten Islande 
and advocate of Canmiin pete oe <i 
Procity, bas stirred up the creditors of that 
well-known Pate of enterprises, and it is 
expected will lead to many developments in the 
pear future. Some of the more pressing crodi 
tors will demand an immediate acoounting 

Both Mr. Wiman and Trustos King still refuse 
to give a listofthe creditors. King insists that 
he does not even know who they are. 

Lawyor Austio B. Fletcher of No. @ Broadway, 
who represeptaa great number of Onancial in- 
stitutions, has between $60,000 and $75,000 worth 
of Mr. Wiman's ao io his possession. 

io June last Mr. Wiman issued along circular 
statement of bis financial condition to a number 
of people with whom he was nogotiating for 
loans, This statement cominenced with the fol- 
lowing announcement: 


Wiman's Alleged Income. 

“My chief income is derived from a partner- 
ship in the firm of RG. Dun & Co., proprietors 
of the Mercantile Agency. This concern has 145 
branch offices throughout the country and bas o 
total gross revenue of over $2,500,000 

“The profits lo the year just closed yielded ma, 
with other contributions, over $90,000, so that I 
have an abundantrevenue. My living expenses 
do not exceed $25,000 per year, and I can show a 
clear gain each year of ,000 over and ubove 
all expenses. 

‘My position in the firm is one of great 
strength cecause of its peculiar surroundings. 
have been connected with it for 80 years, and in 
the last 15 years its success is more universally 
attributed to me than to any other man.” 

The circular went on to say that Mr. Wiman 
owned extensive tracts of land, a homestead 
valued at $150,000, was interested in a number of 
euterprises and owned a considerable amount of 
stocks and bonds of industrial concerns, which 
altogether gave him the right to call himself a 
millionaire, 

Mr. Dun May Make a Revelation. 

Mr. R.G. Dun was shown the above extract

BEHRING SBA TRIBUNAL. 


The Question of Rights and the Question 
of Reguiations te» Be Argue Sopn- 
rately—Mr, Carter Concludes, 


Panis, May 3.—The Behring Sea ‘Tribu 
nal of Arbitration resumed session Tuosday, 
Lord Hannen, the British Arbitrator, who 
has beon ill, being sufficiently recovered to 
be present, 

. C. Carter of counsel for the United 
States maintained that the rights of the 
United States in Behring Sea were absolute 
and unqualified. He argued over again 
that the Government of the United States 
was justified in protecting its rights in 
those water in time of peace as well as at 
any other tlme, and he claimed that the 
United States had a right to sieze vessels 
caught in pelagic sealing. 

Assuming, added Mr. Carter, that the 
tights of property of the United States 
were adinitted as claimed, was the Govern- 
ment of the United States to follow the 
vessels engaged in pelagic sealing home in 
order to claim redress for trespass agaiust 
© municipal law? This, he continued, 
would not only be ineffectual, but would 
net comport with the dignity of the 
United States, No nation eve 
(leigned to resort to another nation 
for enforcement of its municipal laws. 
The only methov open for the proper en- 
forcement of such law was the method of 
force, and that was justifiablo in the case 
the Behring Sea on the same ground as in 
the cases of rovenue and quarantine laws. 

Mr, Carter proceeded to argue on the 
subject of regulations, but was interrupted 
by Sir Charles Russell of counsel for Grent 
Britain who said that Great Britain woul: 
not recede from the position that the 
question of right should be argued 
apart from the question of regulations. Sir 
Charles stated, however, that he would not 
object to Mr. Carter presenting a statement 
of his views on the subject. 

An animated discussion followed,in which 
Baron de Courcel, president of tha tribunal, 
took part. It was finally decided that 
counsel for Great Britain should argue the 
questioes of rights and the. question of 
regulations separately. 

In his peroration Mr, Carter described 
the elaghtar ot female seals heavy with 
their unborn young and other horrors of 
pelagic sealing. ‘To prevent those horrors 
and to protect the seal herds the United 
States had taken tho position which he had 
explained to the best of his ability. The 
United States had taken this position at 
the risk of war with Great Britain, and 
they had beon ready to maintain this posi. 
tion and thus discharge the duties to lu- 
manity even if they had been obliged to 
faco nalf the world in arms. History 
would recognize their rights and the jus- 
tice of their cause. The duty of the United 
States had not been extinguished by the re- 
ference of the dispute to the tribunal, but 
had been merely transferred. The United 
States had withdrawn and lett to the arbi- 
tratora tho sacred duty of forbidding pela- 
gic sealing and confining seul killing to the 
islands, Sf the tribunal should decline to 
assume this duty it would only leave for 
posterity a new source of contention. 

From the beginning to the end Mr. Car- 
ter ad spoken for two hours. As he sat 
down Baron de Courcel, president of the 


court, said: ‘I cannot refrain from thank- * 


ing you, rir, for this magnificent speech, 
which has been characterized by a loftiness 
of view well worthy of this high court.”

MeLuourne, May 3.—The general up 
easiness caused by the many failures of 
the Australian banks continues, and the 
suspension of the National Bank of Austral. 
asia, the last financial institutions to ro 
under, had added greatly to the excitement 
in banking and commercial circles. The 
colonial government his issued a procla 
mation ordering a five days’ bank holidiy 
with the object of allowing time for the 
banks still doing business to adopt measures 
of self-protection. 

This step was taken aftor consultation 
with the managers and other officials of 
the leading banks. Several banks that 
were not consulted as to the advisability 
af closivug their doors for a short time have 
paid no attention to the proclamation and 
to-day are transac ting business os usual. In 
nearly every case where Australian banka 
have failod withiu the past two years the 
trouble has beon attributed to the with.

IN HOUSEOCLEANING TIME, 





Seasonable Hints for the Distracted Honse- 
wife. 

Hero Is some seasonable information to 
lighten the burdens of house cleaning time 
and to help in the summer furnishing :— 

Cold tea cleans grained wood, 

Spirits of camphor will remove white 
spots from furniture. 

Matting should be washed in ealt and 
water—a pint of salt to half a pall of soft 
wa‘er, 

A mixture of two parts of sweet oll to 
one of turpentine applied with a soft cloth 
polishes farniture. 

French chalk wet with cold water and 
applied for twelve hours will remove grease 
spots from wallpsper. 

To clean mahogany, wash it with warm 
water and soap ; then apply beeswax with 
sweet oil and polish with chamols. 

To remove grease stains from carpots mix 
two ounces of ammonia, two ounces of 
white castile soap, one ounce glycerine,one 
ounce of ether. Cut the soap Into small 
pleces and dissolve it {n one pint of water 
over the fire, then add two quarts of water 
and the other ingredients. This should 
then be mixed with more water in the 
proportion of one teacup to one ordinary 
aized pallfal.

This charge has been misconstrued in 
the minds of some people into the tmpres 
that it is a atroke to prove 

the dishonesty of prize competitions, 
but this untrue, The charge is 
simply one of obtaining money under false 
pretonces, and the crown’s chief witness 
will be Jaines Brennan, who, from July | 
last up to the snspension of the paper, has 
been confidentially with The 
Canadian Queen. In the directory he is 
pamed as manager of it, although he dis 
claurs the honor Brennan is now an 
emplove of The Toronto Times, and was 
also connected with The Canadian Queen 
under Mr, Osgoodby before Parker became 
proprietor 

Brennan was interviewed by The World 
reporter last evening and said that the evi 
dence he would give would be to the effect 
that, although The Canadian Queen ceased 
publication on Novy. 1, 1892, moneys wore 
acoopted by him, for Mr. Parker, until the 
middle of last January, These monoys 
wore taken as aubsoriptions, and no com 
pensation was given to the senders, Bren- 
nan claims to have merely been a clerk in 
Mr. Parker's employ. 

Mr, A. J. Parker was interviewed ip the 
matter and told the whole history of his 
connection with The Canadian Queen. 

“During the two.or three years of The 
Queen's existence my business with Mr. 
Oagoodby for silverware prizes had been 
about $60,000. About 12 montha ago 
Osgoodby came up to my house one Sunday 
aad said that people were saying things 
about his paper not being on the square, 
but claimed that he was anxious to treat 
everyone fairly and wanted the name of a 
well-known business man to give standing 
to his paper. Ho offered to pay me £3000 
per year for the use of my name, bat I did 
not care for an arrangement of that kind. 

“At that time he had aman namod Ford, 
whom he had previously embarked in the 
Ford Pill Company, of which he, Osgoodby, 
was tho real proprietor. Ford wasa very 
decent fellow, who used to be connected 
with the autophone business in Toronto 
Aroade, and Osgoodby had put him for- 
ward as ostensible proprietor of The Queen. 

“Woe negotiated a little while, x believing 
that the paper was s paying concern, an 
on July Lit was arranged that I become 
sole proprietor, on condition of my 
assuming the liabilities of the paper; 
I ayaa was the chief creditor. I 

id off the other creditors, and as I 

new nothing of the practical working of 
the paper Bronnan was installed as manager 
in entire charge. I ran the paper until the 
first of November last, when I sold out te 
a Mr. Thomas Gillespie, now in New York, 
he paying me $500 cash and arranging to 
pay further sums later on, He looked inte 
the business and said there was no money 
in it for him and did not issue a number, 
The deed of sale was drawn up and signed 
in Mr. Gunther's office. 

**Any sums that were accepted without 
compensation being given were taken in 
after I ceased to become owner and the 
amounts must have been small. My 
own impreasion is that they were used up 
in running expenses from November until 
January. My total loas on the venture 
was about $5000.”

Paris, May 4.—At the mooting of the 
Bebring Sea tribunal of arbitration yester- 
day F. R, Coudert, counsel for the United 
States, spoke,giving an outline of the argu- 
monts which he proposed to offer in sup- 
port of Mr. Carter. 

The defeuce of the scaling industry in 
Behring Sea by the United States was, Mr. 
Condert declared, imperative, aud an at 
tack on the sealing industry wagan attack 
on the United States. 

The United States raised the seals 
at the Prebyloff Islands in the 
samo sense that Australia raised sheep, and 
it was impossible that the nurture and cul- 
ture of the seal atthe Prebylolf Islands could 
exist in common with pelagic sealing, The 
seals at -the Prebyloff Island were absolute 
property, just as cattle and sheep were ab- 
solute property, 

Str Charles Russell of counsel for Great 
Britain here interposed with the remark, 
“Certainly not.” 

Mr, Coudert admitted that proof as to 
ownership Was impossible. Some proposi- 
tions were self-evident, although they could 
not be demonstrated by ee However, 
when the seals were at the islands they 
could be branded and their ears olipped. 

Tho British commissioners recognizec 
that the seals were American property 
when thoy said that the guard was inefh- 
cient to protect the seals from tho raiders. 

In that statement the right of the United 
States to protect the seal within a certain 
limit was recognized, and it was absurd to 
say that the United States was unable to 
protect the seals outside of that limit. 

Seals, Mr, Coudert argued, were not 
fere nature. The British argument was 
not helped by the Latin term. Mr, Con- 
dert went on to describe seal life. The 
seal, he said, was not a marine animal. It 
goes to sea only to seek food, It possessed 
the animum revertendi and title to the seal 
as absolute property was undeniable. The 
United States did not interfere with 
the freedom of the seals, which existed for 
peaceful purposes, and it wax not wrong- 
doing on the part of the United States to 
promote, instead of impeding,the culture of 
those animals, 

Mr. Condert devoted bis argument in the 
afternoon to proving the necessity of pro- 
hibiting pelagic sealing in order to preserve 
the race of seals,

APPALLING LOSS OF LIFE. 


A Boat With a Large Naowber of Mahom- 


edan VPilgrimea Burned, 


ApEN, May 5.—The destruction is re- 
ported of the British steamship Khiva off 
the Arabian coast, probably with au appall- 
ing loss of life. 

The Khiva sailed from Bombay April 12, 
carrying a large number of Mahomedans 
bound as pilgrims to Mecca. 

The pilgrims were so numerous that they 
crowded the vessel, taking up all availablo 
room. 

Tt is learned that the Kbiva was burned 
off Cape Marbet, on the coast of Arabia. 
Of the great number on board 900 are said 
to lave beon saved, the others perishing in 
the sea or flames which consumcd the vessel. 
The details of the event are yet lacking. 

Later reports state that no lives were 
lost through the burning of the steamship 
Khiva. Finding it would be impossible to 
quench the fire, the captain steered for the 
nearest point ou the Arabian coast and then 
lauded all the passengers and crew, 

Several vessels had gone iu search of the 
Khiva before the news of hor fale arrived. 
The steamship Avoca left Muscat yestorday 
with food for the passengers and crew.

day Mr. Jumes Keir-Hardie, Labor member 
for the south division of Westham, asked 
whother in respouse to a resolution adopted 
by many citizens of Hull the Governmont 
intended to withdraw the troops who are 
engaged in supporting the Shipping Federa- 
tion agaivst the striking union dockers. 

The Right Honofable H. H. Asquith, 
Secretary of State for Home Affairs, stated 
that if the authorities at Hull were of the 
opinion that the presence of the troops was 
necessary for the preservation of order the 
order sending the military to that town 
would not be withdrawn. 

Mr. J. H. Wilson, the well-known Lubor 
leader, was greatly displeased at the sum- 
mary manner in which the Home Secretary 
had treated Mr. Hardie’s question. He at 
once moved that the House adjourn. 

Mr. Wilson contended that the Govern- 
ment had noright to send troops tu Hall 
unless it was expected that a riot was 
about to occur. 

Home Secretary Asquith denied a state- 


ment made by Mr. Wilson in the couree of 


his remarks to the effect that troops had 
been sent to Hull at the demand of the 
Shipping Federation. The military, he 
added, had been sent to Hall solely because 
the authorities had declared that there was 
danger of ariot. Happily there had been 
no collision between the troops and the 
people,

ATE HIS DAUGHTER. 


Kody to Sustain Himeelf, 

Quesec, May 5.—An Indian of the Mau- 
tagais tribe named Jockstadjocks, residing 
in Ste. Marguerite, op the north shore below 
here, killed his wife and daughter and ate a 
good portion of the latter. 

Some travelers passing by the Indian wig- 
wain were horrified to find the gory re- 
mains of an Indian girl a little way off from 
the cabin. 

The body bore traces of strangulation,the 
face was black and congested, the eyes 
bulged out of their sockets, andin some 
parts of the body the flesh had been sliced 
off, and parts of the bones and intestines 
were laid bare. 

The Indian, when questioned, allowed 
that his wife and daughter had died of 
hunger and misery and that he partook of 
tho flesh from the body of his daughter in 
order to alleviate the torments of hunger 
from which he was dying himself. ‘The 
travelers, however, suspected something 
else and thought it very probable that the 
case was one of the extraordinary cases ot 
cannibalism sometimes reported by hunters 
in far-off plateaus on the bordering heights 
of land. 

The Indian is being kept under watoh 
and the district coroner will hold an in- 

uest to determine, if possible, the cause of 
the deaths.

MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


Suspicion That Josinhk lowen of Lindany 
was Murdered, 

Linpsay, May .5—To-day the ad- 
journed inquest into the cause of Josiah 
Bowen's mysterious death will be held. 
The body was found in the river, nesr the 
Lindeay-street bridve, just at the foot of 
the aprow of the dam, uorthwest of the 
lock, tightly wedges in ander sone timbers 
and in only two fe tof water. 

When found the body was almost doubled 
up, the face being own and the right side 
uppermost, One ofthe arms was up as if 
the dead man had been grasping at sonie- 
thing when death came, 

The pants were torn across the thighs 
and the right eye was black and swollen 
and a bruise showed distinctly at the back 
of the right jaw. 

There are hints of foul play, the deceased 
being a quiet, inolfensive citizen of 58 

oars, 

Dr. McAlpine, who held a post-mortem 
examination, described the body as that ofa 
well-nurtured man, about 55 years of age, 
and ho folt confident that he was not 
drowned, but had met with his death be- 
fore reaching the water, In the stumach 
there was less than half an ounce of fluid, 
Showing that he had not eaten any food for 
some hours, 

The wounds were sufficient to cause 
death, The prinvipal one was over one of 
the temples, and when opened a large 
amount of clotted blood was found.

The Case of Motoalf Against Tiffany Grinds 
Slowly Along. 
( Detroit Tribune, May 3, 1893, ) 

The trial of the case of Mrs, Metcalf 
against Mrs, Tiffany, for dameges for the 
alleged allenation of her husband's affeosions 
is grinding along slowly, before Judge Hos- 
mer’s jory and a large audience. Geo. E. 
Metcalf, brother of Dr. Metcalf, was on the 
stand yesterday. He sald that he had acted 
for Mrs, Metcalf in the separation proceed- 
ings, and that he had handed her $2,000 
which his brother had given him to give her 
when she should be ready to leave town. 
He sald that after the separation Mrs. Met- 
calf told hit; that Mrs. Tiffany was one of 
her best friends, and that they had parted 
with a kiss. He spoke of a letter which Dr. 
Metcalf had written to Mrs, Tiffany whilo 
he was away from the olty, which had been 
opened by Mrs. Metcalf; she had a copy made 
ot it which she had shown him; he sald that 
the letter was of a friendly character, and 
contained no reference to a kiss which the 
doctor owed to Mrs. Tiffany, as sworn to 
by Mrs. Metcalf. On cross-examination 
the witness sdmlcted that during the separ 
ation proceedings his sympathy with his 
sister in-law waned considerably because 
he diacovered that she had told him a num- 
ber of stories. 

The defence called Dr. Metcalf on the 
stand yesterday afternoon and the attor- 
neys for the plaintiff protested against his 
testimony on the ground that a man could 
not be a-witnees against his wife. The 
question was argued for some time and fin- 
ally Judge Hosmer told the doctor to leave 
the stand for the present and that he would 
decide the question to day. 

Miss Marie Ohrista, a next door neighbor 
of Mrs, Tiffany, testified that one day last 
May she peeked through the window blinds 
ab her own house and saw Mre. Tiffany go 
up to the doctor, who was sitting near a 
window, throw her arms around his neck 
and kiss him on the top of his head and on 
his mouth When she said th's Mrs. Tif- 
fany laughed ont loud and then put her 
handkerchief to her mouth to suppress it, 

The witness declared that she had no un- 
friendly feelings towards Mrs, Tiffany, and 
that her only motive in telling this was the 
desire to tell nothing but the truth.

Some tlme ago, as reported {n the Trade 
Bulletin, the growers and dealera in Prince 
Edward county came to an arrangement 
not to sell hops of 1892 growth under a 
certaln figure, say 220 or 230 per Ib., the 
dealers malritaining that by such combined 
action they could force prices up to the 
point growers wero asking. Consequently, 

wers refased to entertain any bids un- 
Alay the atipniated figure; bat after this 
holding process continued for quite a time, 
{t was found that the dealers had a con- 
alderable quantity of yearlings on hand,and 
had taken advantage of the agreement to 
hold now hops ab a certain high rate, Io 
order to work off their yearlings, which {t 
seems they have done pretty effectually. 
The growers, finding thls ont when it was 
too Iate, at once offered thelr bost 1892 
growth at several cents bolow the combine 
rice,and sold a good portion of thelr hold- 
Fes at 200 for choice qualities; a few fancy 
lots, equal in oyery respect to tho finest 
New York State hops, bring 22c, bub to- 
day the best kinds can bo had at 180, and 
good at 160 to 17o, Brewers here sppear 
to be well Joaded up for the time being, 
and are not buying except extra Induce- 
ments are offered by holders to Indaco 
them to antlolpate thelr requirements to 
any extent, and consequent!y a good 
quantity of 1892 growth fs still In 
farmers’ hands. The Prince Edward 
county growers are enraged over the breach 
of faith manifested on the part of dealers, 
if correspondence from Picton and vicinity 
{s to be roiled on. This fs another of the 
many Instances In which certain members 
of syndicates or combines take undue ad- 
vantage of agreements at the expense of 
the majority. Its claimed that there is 
no combine {n regard to yearlings, bud the 
growers claim there was. It is scarcely 
probable that farmers would come to an 
understanding with dealers to hold fra 
certain, figure and at tho same time allow 
the latter to supply the morket with thelr 
underpriced yearlings, to the injury of the 
market for the new crop Bo that as it 
may, there is nv combine in Prince Edward 
county hops now,—Montreal Trade Bulle- 
tin, :

Dear Six,—Having read the editorials 
io your issue of March 13th and 27th about 
the Patrons of Industry, and also the copy 
of the “Ar icles of Agreoment,” which that 
organiz\tion wants the retail merchants to 
sign, I would say, | nove the report that 
twenty oad of twenty-four Onatarlo mer 
chants who signed the agreement with the 
Patrons have falled; and why? Ido nob be 
eve that retail morchants oan afford to sell 
thelr goods at én average profit of 124 per 
cont. on cost, and pay thelr honest debts ; 
those who do muat fall; because with the 
majority of them It will cost 24 per cent, or 
more to ssll thelr goods, consequently they 
would never make any money. There are 
a great many things which, [t seoma to me, 
« vast numter of merchants never take Into 
uccount when they put a price on thelrgoods, 
or they would not eell at tho figures thoy do, 
{fa merchant could make clear 124 por cent, 
in hile business over and above his expenses, 
ib wou'd be a very good thing ; buo history 
shows that it cannot bedone, What about 
losses In wolghtog or measuring the goods ; 
losses by depreciation in value, through 
pricos dropp!ng,and the merchant having to 
ineet the falling market ; losses by fashions 
changing, gocds golng out of style; losses 
by goods gettlog fadod, sviled, shop worn, 
dried up, eto., eto, ; lozses by steallng— 
cvery merchant loses more or lees by the 
pilfering of some of his employees, his cus- 
tomers or the public generally; lossea by 
bad bouying—no merchant is so clever but 
that he makes mistakes fo this respect, and 
has, consequently, to lose more or less be 
ore he guca rid of the badly bought goods; 
losses by clerks selilog goods and omitting 
to charge tholr custumers for thosame ; and 
loases by bad debts, which ead like a can- 
ker- worm {oto the life and soul of many a 
inan’s business? Jo fact, what with losses 
ou all aides of him, as I havo just stated, 
together with high rents, big taxes, Insur- 
ance,clerks’ hire aud a host of other things, 
in fs no wonder that 95 oub of every 100 
merchants fail in business. He Is a clever 
man who can make his business a success 
in these days of keen competition, and the 
tremendous odds that are against him. Do 
you ask me what fs the remedy for all 
these losses In business, and how are the 
demands of the Patrons of Industry to be 
met? 1 will tell you, so far as [ am able 
t) from my past experience of over a quat- 
cor of acentaury. I belleve the majority of 
men fn business do nob make any money 
because they are Jackiny in “backbone,” I 
want to emphasize this point. So many 
persone carry on busicess !n euch a higgle- 
dy-plggledy, slip shod, slovenly, no-rule, 
no-regulation, no-order, no system sort of 
abylo, thet {tls no wonder they fail.

The Jury Unable to Determine How 
Josiah Bowen Came to His Death— 
The Lindsay Mystory Unsolved, 


Lrxpsay, Ont., May 6,.—The adjourned 
inquest on the death of J. Bowen was held 
last night.

Wall-stroet's Week of Woo Ie OQvor—lro- 
kers Unconstratnued Hilarity. 


New York, May 6.—The scone at the 
New York Stock Exchange at thé'closo of 
business Friday was one that will ever be 
remembered. “When the chairman's gavel 
fell at 3 o'clock, as if pre-arranged, hats 
were thrown in the air, cheers resounded 
through the rvom and many of the brokers 
Sotaal fell into each other's arms, 

It was a scone that has no parallel in 
the history of the stock exchange. The 
floor was not cleared untilan unusually late 
hour, the brokers having stopped to discuss 
the developments of the day, 

They were congratulating each other 
that the firms alleged to be in trouble had 
succeeded in pulling through, and consensus 
of opinion was that the worst had been 
seen, ; 

It was learned late in the day that Presi- 
dent Waterbury’ of* the Cordage Company 
never had a direct contract with the firm 
of Henry Allen & Co. 

Tt was also learned’that Waterbury, with- 
in a week, sent his personal check to the 
firm in question for over $100,000 to protect 
friends whom he had guaranteed.

LONDON, May 8. Mr Gladatone, 
speaking the other day of the Minera’ 
Kight:Hour bill, made an important Home 


Rule announcement which bas been almoat 
overlooked, Hoe was referring to local op- 
tion in the operation of the bill, and waid: 
“My friend reforred by way of illustra- 
tion to what we were doing i» Leeland and 
aaked whether, in this respect, we were 
»repared to have local option in Ireland. 
it singularly happous that in the year 
1886, in proposing the Teish- Government 
bill, we did face this vory question, and we 
did state that if the inhabituuts of the 
nocthorstern corner of Ireland, forming a 
very small and limited proportion indeed 
of the general community, were resolutely 


desiious of being exemptad from the opera 


tion of that act we, should be pre 
pared to ontortain & propos sl to that 
olfect, I believe we made that 


declaration with the goneral concurrence of 
those who are termed the Unionist party in 
Ireland, nor have woe ever withdrawn that 
declaration; though, of course, we have not 
attempted to give effect to it in face of the 
small disposition, or rather no disposition 
at all, which has been shown in that north- 
eastern corner to accept it.” 

This significant reiteration of the offer of 
1S86 has excited much comment in political 
circles, 

The Premier is clearly wrong, however, 
n saying that the Irish party gave condi- 
tional assent to this proposition in 1886. 

They did nothing of thekind. Thoy will 
not on any account assentto the dismem- 
berment of their country. 

They will make this the vital condition 
and are prepared to reject the whole bill 
rather than agroe toa scheme which would 
detach a single inch of Irish soil or a single 
inhabitant of Ireland from the operation of 
the national government and constitution. 

The Home Rule bill committee sitting 
opens to-day, and the ministers intend 
to continue it every day until the Whit- 
suntide holidays, which will give about 
nino days’ discussion. It will be taken up 
again immediately after the holidays, aud 
it is expected that it will be in committee 
until the end of July. 








Irish Conservatives Divided, 

Lonpon, May 8.—John Redmoud, leader 
of the Parnellites, was interviewed Satur- 
day in reference to Mr. Gladstone's state- 
ment concerning the exclusion of Ulster 
from the provisions of the Home Rule bill. 

The Nationalists, he said, would never 
accept such an amendment, as it would 
mean the restoration of the English police 
in Ireland. 

The Irish Conservatives were divided on 
the question, 


SUMMONS AGAINST A DUKE.

in Toronto, which they have inade 
a distributing centro for an im- 
mense number of seductive alvor 
tisementa whicli have beon extensively 


published in the countey papers in the 
United States, and Iatterly in Canada. 
Tho amount of money they haye taken in 
in small sums must have been very large, 
for some days their mail matter would be 
something ovormous 

For a long titno complaints about these 
concerns have buen recdived at headquarters, 
orincipally from the United States, which 
hava latterly largely increased in volume. 
Efforts bave been uiade froin time to time 
by Staff: Inspector archabold’s department 
to reach the class of fraud with the strong 
arm of the law, but owing to technicalities 
convictions under the old Gaming Act or 
the more recent Abbott Act have been 
exceedingly difficult to obtain. But the 
department is going to leave ho stone un- 
turned to break up all the fakes in To- 
ronto, 

“This city,” Mr. Archabold declared last 
night, “is going to be made so hot for 
fakirs thatit won't pay them to do busi- 


ness here any longer. We have issued 
summonses againvst several concerns for 
non-registration. We want to know 


who the parties responsible really are. 
None of these coucerns are registered, and 
at present you cannot find out dofinitely 
who is really at the back of them.” 

The act making registration compulsory 
is chap. 130, R.S.O., 1877, and contains 
the following: 

I. (1) All persons associated in partnership 
for trading, manufacturing or mining pur- 
poses shall cause to be delivered to the regis- 
trar of the registry division in which they 
carry or intend to carry on business, signod 
by the several members of such  co- 
partuorship, 

(2.) The declaration shall belin the form or 
to the effect of Schedule A to this act, and 
shull contain the names, surnames, additions 
aud residences of each and every partner as 
aforesaid, and the name, style or firm onder 
which they carry on or intend to carry on 
such business, and shall state also the time 
during which the partowrsbip has existed or 
is to exist and declare that the persons 
therein named are the only membors of such 
co-partnership, 

(8.) The declaration shall be filed within 
six months next after the formation of the 
parcoership, 

If. Every member of ao partnership or 
other person required to register a doclara- 
tion under the provisions of this act who 
fails to comply with the requirements of this 
act shall forfeit the sum of $100, to be re- 
covered by any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion.

life to that vocation. Born at Hamilton, 
near Glasgow, Dr. Livingston's home, he 
desired after finishing hls school course to 
study medicine, bud his father declded that 
he muet take up commerce and nob profes 
sional studies, This he did until reaching 
hia majority, when he made arrangomonts 
to go to South Afrloa, and became a plo- 
oor for truth and righteousness among 
barbarism and ignorance, Friends ‘ar- 
nishod the means for his journey to Nata!, 
and Christian people there supplomented 
the aselstance of others In Scotland to de- 
fray the expenses of his first explorations 
in Garenganze. 

On reaching the Interlor he was almost 
entirely dependent on the hospitality of 
the natives, and though oft In danger, both 
from hostile natives and savage beasts, he 
sojourned there for seven years, his home 
being the curlous cottage which he sketohed 
to Illustrate the story of mission work itn 
that region. His steed was an ox, which 
he tralaed himself, *‘a really good steed for 

such a country where there fs so much 
mud," he remarked. His ox would often 
take him thirty miles a day,and cross swol- 
len streams with him on his back. 

After these seven years of pioneer mis- 
slopary exploration Mr, Arnot returned 
homie, told of the work to be accomplished 
and soon found himself supported by coven 
other courageous spirits willlog to retarn 
with him to the distant Jand of Garenganze, 

It was at this time that Mr. Arnot mar- 
rled. His wife accompanied bim on his 
seoond journeying; he has now two children. 
For the past five years, years of trouble and 
bloodshed, the little band of missionaries 
have stood their ground {in almost constant 
peril. Now the work bagun by Mr. Arnot 
is belng carried on throughout Garenganze, 
which reaches from the west nearly half 
across the African continent, by nineteen 
fellow workers, who range from the Arts 
graduate cf Oxford to the bumblest art!zan, 
all imbued with the cne apirit for proclaim- 
ing the truth. Two of the number have 
{independent means. The others have each 
a little band of falthfal friends who contrib- 
ute more or less for thelr support. 

The tribes of Garenganze, even when firat 
visited by Mr. Arnot, were nob co degraded 
as might have been expected. They under- 
stood something of Industry, kaew how to 
smelt and mould metals, how to construc 
moats around their villages, and flood them 
for a protection againat foes In times of war 
—and gave many evidences of mental capa- 
bility. Mr. Arnot has made his home for 
twelve years amongst them, and will return 
to them again next spring. 

Mr. Arnot is the guest of Mr. F. G, 
Lockett. He arrived in the city Saturday 
night from Ottawa, but on account of an 
attack of la grippe, he was confined to the 
house.

A. J. Balfour charged Mr. Gladstone 
with concealing how he designed to arrange 
the representation of Irish members until 
he should find the time more propitious for 
revealing it, 

Mr. Lowther and other Unionists con- 
tinued in a similar strain to that of the 
leaders, while the Irish Nationaliste cried 
*Divide!” 

Lowther, who is a relative of Lord Salis- 
bury and represents Middle Cumberland, 
accused Timothy Healy of leading organiz- 
ed disorder, 

Mr. Healy replied that the statement 
was untrue, the disorder was on the other 
side, 

Chairman Mellow put an ond to the 
squabble by calling the disputants to order 
and Mr. Chamberlain's amendment was re- 
jected 270 to 213. 

Charles J. Darling, Conservative for 
Deptford, proposed to amend clause one by 
reaffirming the supremacy. of Varliament io 
local as well as Imperial matters, 

Mr. Gladstone opposed tha motion for 
the reason that the supremacy of Parlia- 
ment had been Saseciel sufficiently in the 
preamble, 

Col. Saunderson, the Ulster Loyalist, 
argued that the amendment was necessary 
to ‘curb the predatory propensities of the 
squalid Irish Parliament with o hungry 
executive floating in whisky.” 

Mr. Balfour, faa of the Unionists, 
said that the proposed omendment wase 
prefees to future provisions by which the 

mperial Parliament would bo enabled to 
control looal and personal affairs in LIre- 
land. 

Mr, Chamberlain, leader of the Liberal- 
Unionists, declared it to bo a sinister omen 
that the Government were willing to accept 
the amendment. If it were deemed desir- 
able to enforce the supremacy of the Im- 
perial Parliament then certainly that su- 
premacy ought to be first asserted. He did 
not believe that the Government wished to 
assert this supremacy, 

To shorten the debate the Irish members 
abstained from speaking on Mr. Darling's 
amendment, although the Conservative 
speakors taunted them with exceptional 
malignity for the purpose of involving them 
in a discussion. 

After six hours had been talked awa 
Mr. Morloy, Chief Secretary for Trelaid, 
moved the closure, His motion evoked Op- 
position yells and cries of ‘‘Shameful!” and 
“Scandalous!” to which the Irish members 
replied: 

‘Remember what you did in 1887.” 

The closure was carried by a vote of 243 
to 195. The amendment was lost by a vote 
of 285 to 233. 

Lord Randolph Churchill moved that the 
chairman of the committce report progress. 
It was hopeless, he said, to got fair play as 
the business in committee was being con- 
ducted, 

Mr. Gladstone resisted the motion, re- 
marking that he was not the author of the 
closure rule. 

The motion to report progress was re- 
jected by a vote of 307 to 265.

AN ACTOR COMMITS 8UICIDE ON THE 


STAGE 





In Fall View of mn Large Audience —It Was 
& Onse of Love and Pistol—Tremenious 


Sensation in the Theatre—Confuston, 


Excitement and Female Screnins, 


Vienna, May 1!.—The theatre at Lein- 
berg was the scene last night of « most 
tragic occurrence that caused consternation 
and horror among those who witnessed it. 

The theatre was comfortably filled and 
the play was proceeding satisfactorily, 
when suddenly ors Delozuk, one of the 
actors, drew ao revolyer in full sight of the 
spectators, placed the weapon to his ‘head 
and blew out his brains. 

The greatest confusion and excitement 
followed. Women in the body of the houss 
shrieked wildly and some of them fainted. 
Men were made sick by the sight 
and numbers of them hastened from the 
theatre. 

In the meantime the people on the stage 
and behind the scenes were dumb with 
hcrror, and it was some little time before 
the curtain was lowered. 

It was subsequently learned that Herr 
Delozuk’s act was prompted by jealousy. 
In the company was a young actress of 
whom Delozuk was deeply enamored, and 
it was generally supposed his love was 
reciprocated by the actress. 

Doring the progress of the play last 
night Delozuk detected his sweetheart flirt- 
ing witha man who occupied one of the 
stalls, and when the couple left the stage at 
the end of the act, Delozuk upbraided the 
girl for her perfidy. She treated the mat- 
ter lightly, and again when she went on re- 
sumed the flirtation. 

Desperately enraged at his sweetheart’s 
conduct, Delozuk followed her, as his part 
required, but instead of speaking his lines, 
he walked close to the footlights, aud-with- 
out a word killed himselt.

Mr. J. B. MoEwan has reported on the 
experimental dairy station established at 
Wellman’s Corners by the Dominion Gov- 


ernment, for tho manufacture of butter. 


Operations began November 23rd, the 
cost of the outfit dbelng $915. 

The patrons were allowed to help them- 
selves to the skim miJk, and not one case 
gcourr3d of more being taken than was due. 

The butter milk went to the highest bid- 
der at 15 cents per 100 lbs, There were 
62 patrons, and butter-making ceased on 
March 81st, the milk belng delivered three 
times per week. The annexed table will 
show the result of the winter's operations 
{in a condensed form :

{t is but fair to notice that the quality of 
the milk recelved was much superior to that 
obtainable in the summer season. The price 
20cts. net per Ib. is only an estimate, as Mr. 
MacEwan states that no returns had been 
recelyed from European sales at the time 
of making his report. The sales to local 
markets such as Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal 
and Belleville were made at 24c. and 26cte, 
f.o.b. A review of the situation shows 
clearly that, if properly conductea, winter 
dairying will add materially to the profits 
of the farmer.

then up to 70, when payments as ondow- 
monts will begin in addition to payments 
f rdeathas. While the soclety Is young and 
the death rate low, everything will go mor- 
rily as a marrisge bell. For the firat period 
che surplas will continue to grow, and give 
to the soolety an alr of seourlty that is tho 
roughly deceptive. 

A second period will come, and that,too, 

with absoluto certainty, when the surplus 
will cease Lo grow. Then, agaln, a little 
ater, and the surplus will begin to vaciah, 
because tb will not be able to bear the extra 
strain of endowments. In time the sarplos 
will be all gone, and to meet claims special 
assecsments will have to be levied over and 
above the regular monthly rates. This 
will Increase the expense per $1,000 Ineur- 
ance, and at the same time lessen confi- 
dence, The young men will leave Ib or atay 
out of it. The mortality call will thas be 
increased, and finally the soclety must go 
to pleces, Time will bring about the vari- 
ous changes I have Indicated. The Orange 
offivers should elther put their scheme ona 
sound basis or abandon {bt altogether, It 
is not right to keep a vast number of meu: 
bers paying iato the funds for the benefit 
of a comparative few, and find that after 
paying for perhaps 20 or 30 yeara tho socle- 
ty has rotired from the field of operation 
before their time comes, 

When tho surplus fa all gone, the special 
asscooments begin, and the young and 
heolthy leave the soclety, there will not 
only be an old age mortality, but a hospital 
mortality as well. No soclety can stand 
against such conditions, To atate the caso 
{no another way: The socicty chal! accuma- 
late au enormous debb in the form of ma- 
turlog endowments, When the debt comes 
due it muat be met. In order to meet it 
the members must be taxed. Ail those 
who are under sge and healthy will joln 
some other company or assessment socluty, 
if a new one fs then In existence. Those 
who are over age and unhealthy have no 
cholce, They will make the effort and go 
on paying for a time, bat even for these 
calle will be all too frequent, and they,too, 
will be compelled to abandon the sinking

ship. Surely the leaders of the order will 


oot resort to the old tactics and say such 
and such a socle’y la working succeasfally 
on this plan, but face the iesue squarely 
like mon. They should know that hundreds 
have tried it and gone out of existence,and 
the rostwiil follow in due course. Nor should 
they compare their old time, tried, historlo 
sovclety with those atarted for insurance 
purposes sololy, by, in many cases, a few 
adventurers utterly devola of any know: 
ledge of insurance, trading on the credulity 
of thelr fellow men, who know that when 
the end comes {t will almply dissolve, leav 
ing nothing but disappointed Lopes. In 
the Orange society it would leave a slur 
rom which {t would be long in recovering, 
if ever.

arrival of the Queen, who was con 
ducted by tk Prince of Wales 
to a daia in the great hall of the institute 
The passage-way leading to the hall was 
lined with Llodian ond Colonial troops, 
gentlemen at arins, yeomen of the guard 
and state trumpoters The Queen took 
her seat on a chair of state surrounded by

A Key of Unique Workmanship.

The key is made of inetals aud jrecious 
stones from all parts of the British Empire, 
The face of the handle showed the insignia 
of the order of St, Michael and St, George, 
and the reverse shows the star of India 
The handle is embellishet with precious 
stonea and the remainder of the key is 
gold.

This key Her Mi@sty inserted in the 
beautiful silver model of the Imperial Insti 
tute which was presented to the Prince and 
Princess of Wales npon thoir silver wedding 
day by the citizens of London. The placing 
of the key in the model completed the circuit 
of an electric signal to the Queen's tower of 
the Institute, where a peal was immerliately 
rung upon the bells. Simultaneously sal- 
vos were fired from the guos of a battery 
of horse artillery drawn up in Hyde Park. 

This part of the ceremony having been 
concluded, the Queen returned to the east 
colonnade and enteriu g her carriage was 
driven aiong the Imperial Institute voad

THE BATTLE FOR HOME RULE,

Col. J. T. Wright, who brought to his 
assistance such men as Governor Taylor of 
Tennessee, Mr, Robert Bonner of New 
York, Rev. Dr. Johu Hall, N.Y., and 
others, who met in Columbus, Tenn., io 
May, 1889, founded the society, Some five 
thousand pouple were present at the Irish 
Congress, ‘The second Congress was hold 
in Pittsburgh, Pu, in 1890. The third in 
Louaville, Ky., 1891. Atlanta, Georgia, 
was honored with the fourth in May. 1892, 
and Springfield, Ohio, is now receiving the 
Honor, Tho insignn of the Scotch-Irish 
Society is the **Red Hand” of Ulster. The 
origin,according to the old legends, is as fol- 
lows: A party of young Seotch noble- 
men were on a reconnoitering tour 
through the North of Lreland, with a view 
of settling there on account of the troubles 
in Scotland. They heard of the old Castle 
of Loughmeagh being uninhabited and de- 
cided to ‘eke possession. They agreed 
among theielves that whoever should 
touch the land first would be declared the 
master of the castle. 

Thoy started in two boats and nsed every 
effort to reach the land first. When the 
two boats were nearing the shore it becaine 
evident that one was in the lead, and that 
consequently one of the occupants in the for- 
tunate boat would become possessor of the 
coveted castle. Whereupon one of che 
youvg noblemen in the rear boat drew his 
sword and cut off hia right hand, throwin 
iton the land. Thus he touched the land 
first and was declared, according to tradi- 
tion, to be the master and ownor, 

The Scotch-Irish may be said to have its 
origin as a race from the days of the Plan- 
tation under James I., andjthrough the per- 
secution under Charles II the numbera were 
materially added to. 

They cut down the woods of Ulster and 
built their log houses. They were mostly 
Presbyterian, children of the Solemn 
League and Covenant, who would not bow 
tne kiee to the tyranny of either papacy or 
Wao They were favored by William 

IL, Princefof Orange. Among those who 
fought his battles he bestowed large tracts 
oflandsin Ulster and other parts of Ire- 
land, 

Hence the name Scotch-Irish, This ele- 
ment has contributed much to the United 
States and to Canada. It is almost in- 
credible the number of leading men who 
have sprung from this indomitable race in 
this country. Here are a few, and many 
more might be given: Patrick Henry, 
Thomas Jefferson, Johu Witherspoon, John 
Paul Jones, James Madison, John Marshall, 
Andrew Jackson, James K. Polk, James 
Buchanan, Lincola and Grant,Sam Huston, 
the Washington of Texas, Robert Fulton, 
and Horace Greeley. Tho society is abso- 
lutely non-sectarian and non-partisan. 
The object is to collect material to form a 
history of the Scotch-Irish race and to pro- 
mote intercourse and fraternity among its 
mambera

By way of profaco Sir Charles Russell 
praised Mr Carter's and Mr, Coudert’s 
arguments, for their beauty and intellec- 
tual allurements, but he said Mr, Carter 
lost himself in the miaty clouda of meta 
physical and ethioal discuasion, and mis 
took the Jaw of naturo and the general 
ysrinciplea of humanity. for 
aw Though neither the lawa of England 
nor of the United States give property in 
to individual, the Americans 
claim that pelagio sealing is ac offence 
against international law Sir, Charlos 
told the arbitrators that it ia their duty bo 
declare the law and not to make it nor to 
speculate upon it 

The court paid close attention while Sir 
Charles explained broadly his conception of 
international law, which, he asserted, his 
opponents entirely misunderstood, Inter 
national law, he maintained, does not in- 
clude every principle of justice and moral 
ity, but only that part of those principlos 
which vations agrees shall govern their re 
lations, In 1856 the Governments of 
Europe, including those of Prussia, France, 
Turkey, Sardinia, Great Britain and others, 
condemned privatecring as a species of 
iracy and agreed to suppress it, But the

The more the subject of the plebiscite on 

the liquor question la considered, the more 
clearly does it appear that {t is w mere de- 
vice of the Mowat Administration to shirk 
responsibility, This ts the opinion of tke 
independent press, so that the dodge Is not 
likely to be successful. Tho Montreal Star, 
for instance, says : 
_ They are to have a plebiscite on Prohibition 
in Ontario, which, if it carries, the locsl Govern- 
ment will send on to Ottawa with their love; 
and the temperance people will be in the position 
of s squad which has just obeyed the command 
“As you were,” A plebiscite is a lame polit cal 
device that does not work well with British in- 
stitutions. 

The Mail remarks that ‘if the pleblacite

“ib to the Dominion Parliament. Ontarlo 


"will have a similar experience to that of 


**Manitoba.” This {s precisely what wo 
said in a prevylous issue.

After lunch Sir Charles took a turn at 
describing seal life and the brutality ot the 
methods of killing seals on the is'ands as 
compared with pelagic sealing. He quoted 
from Lieut. Maynard, U.S.M., who said 
that the clubbing system is brutal; he had 
seon seals weep. The Americans them- 
selves, Sir Charles insisted, are guilty of 
grievous cruelty in killing the fomales, 

Sir Charles Russell insisted that the lan- 
guage used by the United States, which 
claim to be acting unselfishly for man- 
kind and womankind, is exactly the samo 
as would be employed by a selfish power. 
The United States ask to be given com- 
plete property in seals in order that they 
may be able to give them to mankind at a 
market price enhanced by two considera 
tions, namely: An exorbitant tax exacted 
by the United States Government and the 
monopoly of a company. 

The United States allegation, that the 
Canadians have no right to interfere in this 
matter, reminded Sic Chorles that when 
Lord North was the Lord Salisbury of tha 
period the American colonists very properly 
claimed a right to be heurd in especial 
affairs. 

James B. Eustis, American ambassador, 
was present to-day. 

Sir Charles Russell resumed his argument, 
which was largely devoted to the technical 
features of the controversy. Sir Charlos 
argued that it was impossible that there 
could be property rights in seals in Behring 
Sea, and ho supported his contention with 
quotations from American jurists and in 
particular from Prof. Woolsey's writings on 
international law. 

Sir Charles dwelt on the far-reaching 
effects upon finternational rights that 
would ensue from conferring the power 
claimed by American counsel in behalf of 
the United States to scize a foreign vessel 
in time of peace, Sir Charies claimed 
Great Britain represented in this contro- 
versy tho rights of nations. 

In dilating upon the seizure of Canadian 
vessels by the Americans for seal catching 
in Behring Sea, he insisted that the seiz 
ures had been made on the high seas with- 
out previous diplomatic oxpostulations,

= Toronto for their groceries or other goods—it 
may be an incident in connection with their or- 
ganization, Lut it is certainly not abcording to 

_ the platform of principles laid down for their 
guidance; but as they pay oash for articles they 
consume, large houses in Tvronto and other 
places have furnished the Patrons with price 
lists, offering to Jay down certain articles at 

Belleville much cheaper than they oculd be ob- 

tained in Belleville, and I dare ssy these offers 

Were in some cases accepted. But, Int mo ask, 
__ are not the grocers of Belleville to blame tham 
P selves? Might not six or eight large houses 

supply Belleville and the vicinity, and so make 
as living o profit, at the same rates, as the large 
houses of Toronto? But there profits, when di- 
vided among the scores of ama’! houses in Belle- 
ville, are not living profits. Isit not wrong to 
saddle the mistakes of these grocerymen on the 
Patrons of Industry? But the Patrons are not 
organized for such purposs, but to resist the 
Rrasping avarice of combines and monopolies. 
Let me give you an instance rf this grasping 
avarioeny The Massy-Harris Company recently 
een} an agent t> Mr. Moxon, why manu- 
fagtures agricultural implements at Picton, 
who made Mr. Moxon large offers to induce 
him to join the combine, and so put up prices 
on the agricultural implements on the farmer, 
Would I not be justified in saying that this was 
_ not only contrary to public policy, but savored 
~ very strongly of public robbery? We complain 
very strongly when we are compelled to 
pay heavy taxes which do not go tu the revenue 
of our country, but go to the pockets of these 
combines—such as the one above named, and 
the barbed wire fence company, on which we

The incident yesterday which seemed to 
threaten the success of the arbitration was 
based upon a difference of opinion between 
tho American and British reprosentatives | 
as to the liability of the U.S. for seizures 
made in Behring Sea in tho event of a do- 
cision against the U.S. on the question of 
jurisdiction. 

The heat exhibited by Lord Hannen is 
considered an indication that Great Britain 
anticipates a fayorablo decision on the issue 
of jurisdiction and is anxious to mulet the | 
United States as heavily as possible in a 
pecuniary way. 

Tt was Sir Charlos Russell who brought 
out through an allusion in his argumont 
this purpose of the British. 

Sir Charles referred to the powers 
of the tribunal of arbitration in re: |} 
gard to causing to be indemnified those 
who had been at a Joss, through tho assert- 
tion by either Great Britain or the United 
States of allegod rights declared by the 
tribunal to have no real foundation. 

Lord Hannen asked if the tribunal 
should pronounce judgment on the 
facta on tho seizures and should rettle the 
names and nationalities and also the owner- 
ship of the vessels seized, and should at the 
same time decide separately on the goneral 

uestion to the effect that the United 

tates had not the right of jurisdic- 
tion claimed by it, it would not now 
necessarily follows that the United States 
must accord damages. 

American Counsel E. J. rhelps replied 
that he would give no guarantes in behalf 
of the Government of the United States, 
The treaty stated that tho arbitrators 
must carefully settle the facts of the 
seizures. The further questions of liabili- 
ties and the amount of damages must be 
sottled by negotiations between the two | 
Governments. The arbitrators had per- 
sonally no right to fix the liability. 

Mr. Phelps added that he did not doubt | 
if the question as to the right of jurisdiction | 
should be decided against the United States, 
tho United States would not accord dam- 
ages. 

Lord Hannen (warmly); Then the whole 
arbitration is useless. 

Senator Morgan: It would be impossible 
even for the President of the United States 
to give guarantees regarding the result of 
future negotiations, as when such nogotia- 
tions are completed they must be confirmed 
by a two-thirds vote of the Senate in their 
favor. 

Thia terminated the incidents which ovi- 
dently left a deep impression on all concern: | 
ed in the case, and waa followed to-day by 
more interchanges of a somewhat acri- 
monious character. 

Sir Charles Ruasell contended to-day 
that the American statutes were not intend- 
ed originally to treat Behring Sea as maro 
clausum, but the American courts so inter- 
preted at the instance of the American Goy- 
ernment. In proof of this assertion he cited 
the copy of n brief for the United States, in 
which the dootrine of mare clausum was the 
only one relied on by their counsel. 

Mr. Phelps: ‘We dispute the authenti- 
ae of that copy. 

ir Charles Russell; I am preparod forth- 
with to submit }proof of its authenticity, 
If the correctness of the copy was really 
1 ieee why was not the original pro- 
uced long since! 

Continuing his argument Sir Charles 
said that the court which condemned ves- 
sels seizod in the Behring Seas as a mupi- 
cipality court interpreting American law, 
not asa prize court administering inter- 
national law. This proved beyond dieputo 
that the seizures were made on the ground 
that the whole Behring Sea was a portion 
ofthe United States territory and not 
on the ground of those novel 
principles of international law enunciated 
by the United States counsel at the opening 
of the arbitration. In conclusion, Sir 
Charles demanded that the tribunal pro- 
nounce illegal the seizures made by tha 
United States in Behring Sea 

Senator Morgan: If the seizures can bo 
justified on other principles than those ad- 
vanced at the hearing of a case, is it not 
open to the U.S. to raise them! 

Sir Charles Ruasell No, the United 
States soized ships on certain grounds. The 
judge punished the men in accordance 
therewith. A great nation cannot shift 
and change her position. Moreover, tho 
reasons now advanced, even if admitted, do 
not justify the fining and imprisoning of 
sailors.

Mr, Gladstone refuscd to enact that the 
Irish Leogislatvre is legally subordiuate to the 
British Parliament and the silence, of the 
Irisli mombers in regarded outside 
Parliament as well aa inside as a proof of 
that process of squaring with which Mr, 
Chamberlain taunted the Government on 
Monday evening Instead of explatuing 
what British supremacy really meant the 
ministers took refuge in the Appliortion of 
the closure and, so brought about the 
tremendous row with which that nights, 
sittiog was closed. 

Tho discussion of tho first clause brought 
two circumstances to the front which have 
provoked no little abtiention, The first 
was Mr. Gladstone's declaration that to 
eall the Irish Legislature subordinate 
would be to brand this new 
born institution with the bar sinister. 
This was naturally constrned as p distinct 
encouragement to aspirations for indepen- 
donce. 

The other incident was associated with 
tho vote on a secon chamber, ‘I'o placate 
the Ulster tninority the Natiovalists were 
quite willing to accept an ineffective second 
chamber, for as 4 matter of fach this safe- 

uard can do no more than delay a measure 
or three months. ‘They doubtless prefer a 
bogus council to the protection of the Im- 
perial Parliament. 

But the real significance of Wednesday's 
yote went beyond the mere incident of the 
Irish Council. 

It was the unreserved assertion ot 
the principle of a second cham- 
ber by. the Glalstonian majority. 
When the agitation comes to ~~ 
raided against the Lords for rejecting Home 
Rule, as they will undoubtedly do, Wed- 
nosday's division nud Mr, Gladstone’s and 
Mr. Brice’s justification of a second cham- 
ber will be recalled against the assailants of 
tho Lords, 

DrWallaco, one of the ablest Radicals 
in the House of Commons, once the editor 
of The Scotaman, is one of the tow Glad- 
stonian malcontents, 

Ho bluntly told the Prime Minister that 
he was only running a bill of some kind or 
any kind in order .to get it passed: through 
the House of Conimons, then Urrouse the 
country against the Lords for the throwing 
itout. This was more unkind than Mr. 
Atherley Jones’ taunt that the second 
chamber was but a toy plaything for the 
Irish Unionists. 

Porhaps the most striking incident of 
the wook’s debate was the homerioc 
encounter between Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr, Chamberlain on Thuradny night. 

Tha firat clause had escaped all amend- 
ments intact, and the House of Commons 
was invited to vote that the olause should 
be added to the bill. 


This gave Mr, Chamberlain an oppor- 
tunity to review the situation in his usual 
searching, unsparing, caustio style. He 
demanded to know what principles in 
the measure the Government were pre- 
pared to maintain and what they 
could discard as unessential or incidental. 
He referred especially to the retention of 
the Irish members, the question of finance, 
the separate treatment of Ulster and the 
war contribution. 

Mr. Gladstone replied in one of the most 
effective debating speeches he has ever de- 
livered. He evaded Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s points, wrought himseif into 
a state of vehemont indiggation and 
declared that on the four suvjecta specifi- 
cally named he had given full and explicit 
information, Though he characteristically 
added the words, ‘‘Kelative to the atage at 
which the committee has arrived,” 

He declared that he would not 
be drawn by Mr. Chamberlain, and 
advised «the Nationalist members to 
imitate him. His gestures wore animated. 
He was full of witty taunts and roused the 
enthusiasm of his Irish supporters to the 
higheat pitch. Nevertheless the speech 
contributed little information to the House, 
though it afforded fresh evidence of Mr. 
Gladatone’s skill os a parliamentary fencer. 

Upon one point, retention of the Irish 
members,Mr, Gladstone again made it clear 
that his mind was open to conviction. His 
language confirmed the current belief that 
the Government intend proposing to retain 
the present Irish representation at West 
minster with all their existing authority 
and power. . 

Mr. Stanhope somewhat spoiled Mr, 
Gladatone’s dialeetics by declaring that 
he had never heard more astounding 
misrepresentation thin that the Govern- 
ment had fully expliinedl their policy. It 
was only the Nationalists who kuew the 
Prime Minister's intentions 

Thursday night’s debate closed with a 
scene of great uproar, the Government fail- 
ing in their endeavor to cush the first clause 
through all ite singes. This was not aoc- 
complished till yesterday, when the division 
lists showed a Govorument majority of 42. 

The discussion has vow commenced on 
the second clause, the immediate issue 
boing whether tho bill shall state the speci- 
fic subjects on which alone the Trish Legis- 
lature have power (to deal, It ia evident 
that the practical working of the bill is to 
be left, according to Mr.Gladatone, no more 
than an understanding 

Tho House of Commons was fairly as- 
tounded to hear the Premicr’s vaiiateabia 
confession. ‘‘I accept,” he said, ‘‘the de- 
claration of the Nationalist mombers when 
they say they regard the bill an a settle- 
moot in the same way asl accopt Mr. Par- 
nell’s declaration in 1886.” 

Chis credulity was felt to be the more 
surprisiog when it was remembered that 
not many weeks lave passed since Mr, 
Redmond and Mr. McCarthy refused to ao. 
cept the arrangement as binding their suo- 
cessors, and when Mr Parnell’s language 
in committees room No 15 waa reca led, 
when he said that he did not truss Mr. 
Gladstone, and only accepted his bill in 
1886 pro tanto, Mr, Gladstone's declaration 
was received with mocking laughter from 
the Opposition benches.

By the Public Schools’ Act, each Board 
of trustees {n cities, towns and Incorporated 
villages has power to establish kindergartens 

for children between the ages of four and 
 geyen years, The system has been Intro- 
duced Into all the large cities and Into many 
of the principal towns. Each of the Pro- 
yinclal Normal and Model schools In To- 
 ronto and Ottawa has also a kindergarten, 
with two rogular teachers on the ataff, as- 
slated by those taking the training couree, 
In all these schools the principles of Froe- 
_ bel’s system are followed, and the effect 
has been tocreate much Interest In this 
method of training young children. A small 
fee ls geuerally charged, and the cost has 
to some extent militated agalost thelr es- 
tablishment. Experience has, however, 
shown that the expense need not be hizh, 
A genulne kindergartener can, with the ald 
of her aasistanta in tralning, superintend 
from 50 to 100 children, provided she begin 
_ with no more than 20, adding 10 or 20 more 
as she gots an asslatant ready to take charge 
of them. These pupll teachers are nob 
_pald, and may not become teachers, as ib Is 
held that all women should learn to Inter- 
est and train young children scoording to 
 Froebolian methods, I is found ind{spens- 
__. able to the success of a school of this kind, 
_ that the mothers of the community should 
take a lively interest In the traloing thas 
given to their children. Where this Is the 
ease and a good kindergarten omployed, 
cheerfulness, Intelligence, activity and a 
fondness for school work are aroused 
among the pupils. 
Tt fs a fundamental {dea of the system to 
_ set the child to do whatever it can be in 
duced to do as a kind of amusement. It 
ts held that young children may be con- 
stantly intorested and trained to do right, 
if thelr enylronments are favorable. Lt is 
almply Darwin's theory of varlatlon by 
enylronments, The observing or percep- 
tive faculties should be exercised in con- 
nection with their playth!ngs and games, 
and the natural disposition to Investigate 
should be directed in proper channels. 
The alm {s to render all mothers true edu- 
cators of Infancy, the centres of happy cir- 
cles and the tralner of a higher humanity. 
Tho exercises of the kindergarten occupy 
only the forenoon, and consist mainly of 
alnging child-like poetry, committed to 
memory by means of the teacher's fre- 
quent epetition, light gymnastics, march- 
fog exerclace and ‘acting the dolngs of men 
and animals, Amusing and fustructive 
employment with play-things, called gifts, 
of which thero are several sete,‘ forms an 
mportant part of the course. Thoso have 
also {n view the cultivation of such habits 
As will load to a love of industrial pursuits, 
Such occupations as sewing, coloring with 
crayons, mat-weaving, plece work and 
modelling engage the attention of the 
children. Object lessons leading to the 
cultivation of a taste for elementary sclouce 
~form # part of the course, and It Is held 
that young pupils trained {in this way be. 
come more observing, more obedient to 
parents, and teachers, and more agreeeble 
to one another.

George Victor was born Jan. 14, 1851 He 
BN Swad rg to tho throne of Waldeok under 
the guerdiansbip of hia mother at the death 
of bis tathor, which occurred May 15, 1845, 
He was married twice His first wifo was 
Princess Holona, daughter of tho Inte Duke 
Wilhelm of Nassau. She died in 1868 Ono 
of the Prince's daughters by thie marriage 
was Princess Helena, who becaine tie wife of 
the late Priuce Leopol:, sou of Qaron Vio 
toria of Great Britain. Another was the wife 
of the late King Willinm of the Netherlands, 
Bhe is ot prosont Quedn Regent of tho 
Notherlande. 

Prince Victor was only a sovereign in name, 
After the war betwoen Austria and Prussia 
he surrendered his chiof sovereign rights to 
the King of Prussia, That was in 1507, Vic- 
tor retained a seporate system of govern- 
mont, but was subject to Pr ussia.

The proposition that the Government has 
a proprietary right in the sealsand that 
they are not wild animals, but capable of 
ownership, seems to have been contributed 
by Mr, Carter and Mr. Phelps as an inter 
eating topio'for goneral discussion 

The caso as presonted by the American 
counsel comes to this; That Great Britain 
and the United States ought to make joint 
regulations tor the protection of seal life 
Now it is contended here by persons 
familiar with the principles of international 
law, and the strength of the contention 
will be recognized, that ifthe Governmont 
never had any rights, and if the whole 
question is one of humanity, then the Gov 
ernment is liable for its invasion of the 
rights of othors. 

For cxample, it being aitmitted that the 
Government of the United States has no 
rights, it follows that any seizure of a Brit- 
ish sealer for violation of our pretended 
rights wasa deprivation of that sealor’s 
rights. Consequently tho Government is 
liable in damages, and if it refuses to pay 
those damages it will simply be because it 
arbitrarily declines to porform an act which 
it practically admits to be an act of jus 
tice. 

This is the effect of Mr, Blaine’a case, 
It begins to look as if a serious blunder had 
beon committed, and as if the nation would 
have to pay around sum of money to get 
out of the difficulty with honor. The sum 
of the claima made by the British sealers 
against the Government is nearly $440,000.

DEATH OF A MILITARY HERO. 


Oolor-Sergt Kay ‘of Jellninbad’ Anawora 
itis Lost Kollcnll, 


Toroxmo, May 15.—The death occurred 
at 196 Markham street yesterday of Color- 
Sorgeant Alexander Kay, late of the 13th 
Light Infantry, who was known among 
local veterans as the ‘Hero of Jellalabad.” 

Sergeant Kay was born in Lanarkshire, 
Scotland, and was, at the time of hia death, 
85 years of age. He was the son of the late 
Captain Kay of the l4th Hussars and was 
destined for the church. 

While attending college, preparing for 
holy orders, his desire for adventure forced 
him to leave his literary atudies for a sol- 
dior’s life. He accordingly ran away, like 
many lads of his day, and listed on Jan. 20, 
1825, in the regiment above named. 

From the time of his enlistment till the 
time of his leaving Her Majesty's ser- 
vico his soldier's life wus not 
an bed of rosea. He nasinted 
in avenging the massucre of the 16,000 
men under Lord Elphinstone in the Pass of 
Cabul, Afghanistan, by the treacherous 
Akbar Khan, De. Brydou being the only 
survivor of that dreadful slaughter, The 
generals commanding the avenging army 
were Sir Robert Saleand Pollock. The 
captain of his own company was after- 
wards the renowned Sir Henry Havelock, 
the hero of Lucknow. 

Deceased served throughout the war of 
Afghanistan from 1838 till 1842, was pre- 
sent in 1840 at. the Jstorming of Ghuznee, 
siege of Loodendirah, storming of Julghar, 
engagement of Parwandirah, in 1841 at 
many bloody battles in the passes between 
Cabul and Jellalabad, Khoord and Cabal, 
Lazzeen aud Jugdollaugh; in 1842 at the 
defence and goneral action of Jellalabad 
and battles ot Ingdullaugh, Lazzeen and 
capture of Cabul. 

Juring these engagements oe was four 
times severely wounded,  Atthe storming 
of the fortress of Ghuzvee, while scaling 
the walls, ho received a bayonet thrust in 
the top of his head. He fell and was picked 
up by his comrades for dead. 
Till the day of his death he 
wore a silver plate, which replaced the 


part of the skull displaced by the sayage : 


thrust of the Afghan’s bayonet, 

After serving in the regular army for 24 
years he retired, amd has veon a resident of 
Canada over 40 years. 

After bis arrival in Canada he was made 
Inspector of tho Military Police, andserved 
in that capacity for about 10 years, under 
the supervision of staff officer Colonel 
Tulloch.

Toronto, May 16.—Under public bills 
and orders yesterday came the second 
reading of Mr, Waters’ bill vo 
amend the Assessment Act The 
provisions of the bill are abolition of assess- 
ment on personal property, the exemptioa 
of machinery and the stock on hand of any 
merchant or manufacturer and instead 
thereof an assessment on his net profit at 
the end of the year. 

Mr. Waters gave some statistics on the 
question, and pointed out the grave injus- 
tice done by the present system to the 
honest merchant who gave a true statement 
of his stock. 

Mr. Meredith thought that his friend's 
bill threw too large a burden on the real 
estate of the country. It was idle to deny 
that useful suggestions had often been made 
by his side of the House. It was the Gov- 
ernmeut’s duty to submit a cormprehensive 
measure on the question. 

Mr. Hardy considered the bill a some- 
what sweeping measure, striking at long- 
established usages. Probably the law 
which made a man pay 18 or 20 mills opon 
that portion of his stock for which he was 
not indebted,and which possibly he held for 
only a few months before transferring it to 
others, was something of a hardship. The 
difficulty of the bill was that the man who 
Was assessei only upon net income might 
not pay enough to the state for the educa- 
tion of his vhildren, while the mau who 
was taxed upou real csiate might pay too 
much, 

On motion of Mr. Waters the bill was 
referred to the Municipal Committee. 


FAILED FOR A MILLION. 


The Ontario Con! Co., of Toronto, Makes 
an Aasigumenr, 

Toronto, May 16.—One of tho heaviest 
and moet disastrous failures in the history 
of Toronto occurred yesterday, when the 
Ontario Coal Company (Ltd) assigued. 

The liabilities, direct and indirect, will 
fall little short of $1,000,000, and The 
World learns that the estate when wound 
up is likely to pay a very small dividend, 
probably not more than 10 cents on the 
dollar. The assignment has beon made to 
Mr. M. F. Brown, president of the com- 
pany, and Mr. T. E. P. Trew, who, it is 
understood, representa banking interests. 

A statement is now being prepared for 
presentation to the creditors, who will moet 
on May 22. 

Though they had some good accounts 
their trade consisted largely of business 
with weak dealers, whom other wholesale 
merchants refused to supply. Their lass 
annual statement showed indebtedness to 
them on the part of dealers of about 
$200,000, and on the part of consumers of 
about $80,000. How they could allow the 
retail trade to owe them $200,000 and still 
do business is what other coal houses could 
not understand. Itisthe paper of these 
dealers which constitato a large portion of 
the notes carried by the banks. 

The direct liabilities, prino ipally to Penn- 
sylyania winers, are estimated at $500,000 
and the indirect liabilities at $500,000. The 
assets consist of horses and carts, book 
dobts and the improvements on and interest 
in the Jeased dook at the foot of Churoh- 
street, together with smaller premises in 
Parkdale. 

It is announced that two local firms have 
been endorsing for the Ontario Coal Com- 
pany, and that the present failure may re- 
sult in further assigoments.

WORLD'S FAIR SHORT OF FUNDS 


Laborers and \Workmen Discoutouted Me 
onueo Not Paid for Eight Weoka 

CuicaGo, IilL, May 16,—Considerablo dis- 
content and unoxsiiess wasapparent Toceday 
amov. some of the laborers ou the grounds 
ond javitors ot the ditforent balldings be- 
couse their salaries are wot fortueoming. 

Tho carpenters nod stuff worker’ erecting 
the band pavilions in Administration plaza 
struck yesterday for back pay aod aro «till 
out. 

The men bave not been paid for three or 
four weeks and auother month's pay will be 
dne ou May 26. Many of the contractors are 
bebind in the paynients aud they tell the 
workmen they cau uot get their money from 
the treasury, 

The red tape necossary in the proper 
auditing and forwarding of accounts 
through the departments is, no doubt, re- 
sponsible for part of the delay, There are 
about 2000 janitors and helpers on the 
grounda who have not received their pay 
for the last month, 

A. E. Zeberger, treasurer of the Exposi- 
tion, said: “IE do uot know why these men 
are complaining; they have no just cause 
for complaint, They are being paid just as 
fast ns the pay rolls can be made out. Of 
course there has been some delay in the 
preparation of the pay rolls. That can not 
be helped here there are thousands of men 
to pay every week. Butas for the report 
that the Exposition Company is short of 
money and can not pay its employes and 
contractors, there is no foundation for even 
suspicion in that direction. Ample 
provision has been made for just auch a con- 
tingency. Of course our funds arenot as large 
as they would have been if the weather had 
been favorable to larger attendance, but we 
will meet all emergencies.” 

A national commissioner said Jast even- 
ing: “I haveno doubt that the exposition 
authorities are hard up for money, Every- 
thing has worked to the detriment of the 
Fair for some time now, particularly tho 
weather. It would not be surprising if 
several of the Chicago capitalists would be 
asked to help out before this month is over. 


The running expenses of the Fair 
are about $46,000 — daily. That 
means 90,000 paid admissions every 


day to pay the bare operating expenses, ‘to 
say nothing of what stookholders should 
havo on their money invested in tho enter- 
prise. Since May 1 the average attendance 
has uot been over 17,000, and as the turn- 
stiles have not been in working all the time 
itisa hard matter to tell just how many 


paid admissions there were,

MISSIONARY WORK IN AFRICA. 


Mr. Arnot Delivers an Address Fall of In- 
cldents and Deliverances. 

Despite the unfavorable weather a large 
number aesembled In Bethel Hall last night 
to hear Mr. Arnot’s second lecture on mis- 
sionary work in central Africa. In his first 
lecture he gave an account of his journey 
from the south northward to the west coasb. 
Last night he took his hearers from Ben- 
gaoella inland to Garenganzee, a diatance of 
1,200 miler, or 300 miles further inland 
than where Mr. and Mrs, Bird are located. 
The lecture waa full of incidents and mar- 
vellous deliverances, showing clearly the 
hand of God in his journey, At one time 
in danger of being annibilated with his 
party by an army of 1,500 men sent agalnat 
him by the King of Bihe; at another time 
captured by a Portugese army charged 
falsely with turning the King of Blhe 
against them, but out of these and other 
difficulties God safely delivered him. 

Reaching the Garenganzee district, he 
had to walt for permission of the powerful 
chief to enter, and related the way In 
which it was decided that It was safe to let 
him in. This was by the cutting off of the 
head of a hen and throwing the body !n a 
clrole surrroanded by the chief, his 500 
wives and staff. The hen dying with ite 
bleeding neck turned away from the direo- 
tlon in which Mr. A. was camped, {b was 
concluded safe to let him In. 

The lecturer gave an sacoount of hut 
building and spoke of the very cordial 
reception given Mr. and Mrs, Bird by the 
Queen of Nanakandanda,also of the wars be 
tween native chiefs. He likewlsa spoke of 
tho difficulties in the way of acqalring the 
language and other difficaltles to be over- 
come by those who would reach these poor 
dark people, fn seeking to win them for 
Christ and closed by an exhortation to 
christians here to remember before God the 
needs of those who had glven up all to 
reach these people with God's saving 


gospel.

Mr. McColl held 
thatal) sheriffs, registrars, county crown 
attorneys, clerks of tha peace, Divi- 
sion Court clorks aud bailiffs should be 
elective. 

Mr. Meredith supported Mr. McColl in a 
speech that was designed to show that the 
whole system of cflico-appointing, as it at 
Present exists, is made to answer as a Gov- 
ernment machine and that party service 
rather than fitness isa prime requisite for 
an office under the Government.

E ch succeeding year glvos additional om 
vhacia to this, and is [a gratifying to koow, 
la view of thle faot, thab tho cheeso and 
dairy Industry gunersily shows a the open 
ing of each now season, ao advance to a 
higher level of excellence In the matter of 

qislity and method of manvtecture, The 
present spring fe a demonstration of this, 
for a tour of ‘he verious cheese distriote 
maio reoently proved uamistakably that 
the movement In connection with the man 
«feoture of cheeso is a progressive one, 
The actlon of tho farming clase and factory 
mu geverally in regard to thu quality of 
the milk used abd the fnotorios is largely 
Instramortal in prodocing this ea Iafactory 
state of alfiira aud giving Cavadian cheese 
the pre eminesce which 16 now enjoys on 
the otber aldo of the wator. 

A fact wortby of conslteration, is the 
stondy improvement that fs going on overy 
season, fn the shape of some modern appli 
ances at the factoring, In tho past, $1,000 
aboub ropresentod tho average capital tn- 
volved in the cons*:uotion of a cheese fac- 
tory, and s»mowhat moro for a creamery, 
Now, {6 fs a question of $3,000 as a mint- 
mom, with the maximum sometimes as high 
as $7,000 or $8,000. Another good thing 
also Is that although the number of factories 
fa nob Increased to any great extent, the 
ospaolty has beon largely extended in every 
district. This is dae to the squeezlog out 
of tho emall Inferlor factories, and the con- 
atraction of establishments which can do 
just quadruple ‘he work, 

This percentage of {mprovement Is not so 
great east of Nepanee, bub In that district 
and west of that point, cheese that has no 
superior fo Canada ia turned out, although 
not fn the same quantity as in an equa’ 
ar-a of territory wost of Toronto, where the 
indastry has been Lhe longest established, 
But as we sald Jast your, the progress ts 
s‘eadily onward, and { will not be long be- 
fore the factories In the eastern section will 
not only equal the western ones lo quality, 
bub in quantity also, In the Brookville 
district, the average output per factory, 
darlog the flush of the season—that Is, 
during June and Joly —was from elghteen 
to twenty cheese per day; and when It is 
remembered that there are 146 faotorles 
and over tributary to this market, the 
daily output of 2,900 boxes of 188,500 lbs. 
of cheese shows how Important the In- 
dostry Is, Add to this the factorles in 
the more esstern townships of Prescott 
and Russell and up the Ottawa valley, 
and the aggregate output ts senalbly in- 
creased, It Js in theso more castern seo 
tlons that the combination systems of 
manufacture still holds. This means the 
control of several factories by one party. 
and In the opinion of the more shrewd 
dealers {ts day has gone by. It {s oontend- 
ed that the quantity of the make from such 
factories does not average so high, for the 
reason that the same attention ts not do- 
voted to the milk, The largest combina- 
tlons range all the way from twenty to 
seventy factorles under one control. In 
Morrisburg there in one comprieing twenty 
factorles ; another up the O:tawa valley of 
the same namber, and, finally, une which 
has factories out In Hantingdon and in On- 
tarlo on both aldes of the St. Lawrence 
that controls the maximum number seven- 
ty. The combination {dea does not hold 
up west to any extent, there being only 
one of any magnitate. The Patrons of In- 
duatry have taken the matter up also, and 
thelr action will, no doubt, have a certain 
effect in restricting the number of patrons 
who favor this system of manufacture. 

But {t is as one journeys westward from 
Brockville that thé industry assames more 
valuable aspects. There fs a gap, unfortu- 
nately, at Kingaton, which section is away 
behind the rest for some unexplainable 
reason as there fs no cause why it should 
be so, Once past this district, however, 
and everything shows Improvement. The 
Napanee cheese are every year improving 
their status in the market, many shippers 
giving them the preference. The industry 
here commences to show more systematiza- 
tlon and concentration. Almoat all the fao- 
tories are large ones, and there is none of 
the excessive competition between a num- 
ber of small factorles for patrons. The 
cheesomakers hero and all the reat of 
the way westward are pald 2 cents 
per Ib, for making, as against 1} cents 
fo the Brvckville district and somewhat 
less in Quebec, so that {t is but natural to 
expect them to devote more care to thelr 
work and tura out better cheese. The 
average of representative factories in the 
Napanee district was thirty cheese per day 
in the flash of the season In Bellevilic, 
the next adjoining district, the percentage 
was atill higher, belong 36, some of the fac- 
torles turning out 100 tons of cheese and 
upward as their sesson’s make. The dif- 
ference between this and more eastern dis- 
tricts fs ab once appreciated when It fe 
learned that some of the Brockville fao- 
torles turned out only thirty tons during 
the entire season. West of Toronto the 
difference is atill more marked.

An examination of the property scized 
shows that the firm has for the past 15 
yoara carried on a business of mammoth 
proportions Mr. Counstock says the soix 
ure ia the most important of the kind that 
has come under hia notice. There were 
24,000 ciroulara, threo in each envelope, 
addressed to 8000 individuals all over the 
country, One of the virculars gave eight 
fictitious addresses to which money or tele- 
grama could be sent, 

Bosides the circulars the seizure included 
the entry books, ‘‘steering’ books, and 
what is perhaps most mabe f a& com- 
plete list of the victims who have been 
swindled by the gang since ap 1. 

A single instance will show how the 
profits of the swindle ara distributed. 
George Vivker of Mitchell, Ont,, was 
“roped” by Frenchy and Oliver, two 
“ropers in” of tho gang, and they got $300 
out of him, : 

This was divided as follows: ‘‘Joint,” 
Place where operations are carried on, $15; 
“steerer,” $15; ‘‘outlook,” who guarded 
against police interference, $10. The 
balance, $260, was divided $150 to the boss 
of the gang and $105 to the persons who 
send out the circulurs and aro instrumental 
in “roping” in the victims. 

The hoss pays for tho circulars, envelopes, 
and stamps, and thoso who send out 
ciroulara secure addresses and attend to the 
mailing. 

Since April 1 the gang has secured 110 
victims, ,»who have been flecced out of 
$0, 185. 

If the gang had as good business every 
month they would clear nearly half o mil 
lion dollurs a year.

A Number of Depatations 

A deputation from County Grey, consist- 
ing of the recves anid wardens of tho various 
townships, waited upon the Government 
last night.

That the Enforcement of the Exclusion 
Act May Pince Them In Davger, 


New York, May 19.—The Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions has cabled all 
Chinese missionaries as follows; 

“Exclusion act constitutional, 
stations.” 

This step was taken in view of possible 
dangers which might threatea American 
missionaries now in China in consequence 
of any retaliation which may bo taken by 
the Chinese, 

The Methodist foreign missionary ser- 
viow decided to make a tinal appeal to the 
President and Cabinet against the imme- 
diate enforcement of the law. The address 
to the President regrets that the efforts ot 
the church and miesionary societies to ‘stay 
the tide of unjust and oppressive legislation 
in violation of our solemn treatios with tho 
Empire of China have been fruitless, and 
earnestly beseoches the President to use 
all meaus within his power to meet the just 
wishes of the Chinese Government and, if 
it is possible, to seoure, through diplomatic 
action, such agreement between the two 
countries as will secure peace and har- 
mony.” 

‘intters WH Remain as At Present, 

Wasninetox, May 19.—The mandate of 
the Supreme Coart of the United States to 
the circuit court for the southern district of 
New York affirming the decision of that 
court in the exclusion cases was transmit: 
ted yesterday. ‘This disposes of the mutter 
finally unless the cases again come before 
the court on a new question. 

lt was oxpected that the opinions of the 
court, as they would goon record in the 
casos adjudicated, would beready tobe placed 
on trial to-morrow, but the intimation now 
is that they will not be ready for a week or 
10 days yet, The probabilities seem to 
favor a prolonged statue quo on the Chineso

Keligtous Bovlins Wish If Repeulted, 

New York, May 19.—Tho principal Pro- 
testant denominations of the United States, 
if the calculations of the Methodists pao 
out, will soon be joined in an organized 
effort to secure the repeal, or at least a 
modification, of the Geary Chinezre Exclu- 
sion Act. 

The Methodists, who have tho largest 
number of missionaries in Chinva, have taken 
the first official action in the matter, and 
they have decided to invite the co-operation 
of all other Protestant denominations.

New York, May 19.—The Herald has 
the tollowing from Washington: President 
Cleveland hud a jong conference with the 
Secretary of State and the Secretary of the 
Treasury on the Chinese question. After- 
ward Secretary Gresham said that when 
Congress passed a law and failed to appro: 
priate sufliciont money to carry out its pro- 
visions, that law becamo a dead letter. 
The Chinese oxclusivn act therefore will 
not be enforced. 


United States General Appraisers 


That It In a Mineral, 


Wasuixnctox, May 19.—The Board of 
United States General Appraisers has 
handed down a decision in the matter of the 
protest of the Buffato Natural Gas Fuel 
Company of Buffalo aguinst paying a daty 
of 10 per cent. on gus brought from Canada 
to Buffalo through wains, 

The opinion ‘is written by General Ap- 
praiser Wilkinsou und recognizes gas ns a 
mineral under paragraph 651 of the Tariff 
Law, and therefore exempts it from duty. 

The decision is based upon the testimony 
of geologiats and other scientific oxperts, 
who fleciared gas a minoral rather than a 
non-enimerated manufactured article.

Butin what twilight hour 
has many a saint of God solaced a head- 
ache with a hymp hummed or sung or 
played. Jerome of Prague sung while 
burning at the stake. Over what keys 
of piano or organ consolation bas walk- 
ed. Yea, in church one hymn has rolled 
peace over athousand of the worried, 
perplexed and agonized. While there 
are hymns and tunes ready for ‘he 
jubilant, there isa rich hymnology for 
the suffering —‘*Naomi” and **Eventide” 
and ‘‘Autumn Leaves,” and “Come Ye 
Disconsolate,” and whole portfolios and 
librettos of tears set to music. All the 
wonderful triumpbs of surgery and all 
the new modes of successful treat 
ment of physical and osntal disorders 
are discussed in medical conventions 
and spread abroad in medical 
books, and it is high time that 
some of the millions of souls that have 
been medicated by music, vocal and in- 
strumental, let the world know what 
power there isin sweet sound, whether 
rolling from lio or leaped from tightened 
chord or ascending from ivory key. 
Music isa universal language. At the 
foot of the Tower of Babel language was 
split into fragments never to be again 
put together, but one thing was not 
hurt, and that is music, and it is the 
same all the world over. Last summer 
in Rnssia at a watering-place we were 
greeted as we entered a great auditori- 
um, whicn was filled with thousands of 
Russians, whose language 1 could not 
understand any more than they could 
understand mine. But after the grand 
band had, out of compliment to us, play- 
ed our two great American airs, I stepped 
on the platform and said to the band- 
master, ‘‘Russian air ! Russian air !” and 
then he tapped with his baton on the 
music rack, and with a spleudor and 
majesty of power that almost made us 
quail, the full band poured forth their 
National Anthem. They understood our 
American’ music, and we understood 
their Russian music. It is a universal 
language and so good for universal cure. 
I should not wonder if in the day 
of judgment I should be found 
out that more souls have been saved by 
mtsic than by preaching. I should’ not 
wonder if, out of the one hundred and 
forty and four thousand ransomed sotls 
that Jobn foresaw before the throne of 
God, at least one hundred and _ thirty 
thousand had been sayed by sweet song.

tbereof to atbribute the result of that hard 
fought battle to fortultous clroumetances, 
all militating against Napoleon, 

That Ney, Grouthy, D'Erlon and others 





{fs trae enough, bat that they were indif- 
ferend and lukewarm in thelr duty, we 
deny. Ney, in partfoular, know that vio- 
tory or defeat meant to him honor or dia- 
honor, and, as the event proved, life or 
death. Why then did they not carry oub 
the skilfal plans of thelr general? Simply 
because they were olther out-mancuvred 
or repulsed. 

To give, then, a condensed sketch of the 
campaign from rellable history to prove 
this fact, [t may be stated that Napoleon 
drove back the Prussians from Ligny upon 
Wavre, and left 30,000 men under Grou- 
chy, to hold them in check and prevent 
thelr junction with Wellington. Ney was 
detached with 20,000 mep, and D'Erlon 
with 20,000 more as a reserve, to drive 
back 10,000 English and 10,000 Belglans ab 
Quatre Bras; the Be)zlans ran at the firsb 
onset of the French, but the English stood 
firm and held the positlon the whole day 
until relnforced, when Ney had to retire 
defeated. In this aoctlon the indomitable 
Ney showed no want of his characteristic 
vigor, the disparaging remarks of J. O, 
Ropes to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The next day saw Wellington's army of 
70,000 strong concentrated on the field of 
Waterloo; how could he, then, have been 
taken by surprise? This army was made 
up chiefly of new recruits who had never 
been under fire, most of the old Penirsular 
veterans having been shipped off to India 
and America some time before by the Brit- 
ish Government. The Belglan troops again 
fled ab the firat atvuack of the French, and 
for the frst time in the amazing career of

the Emperor, but later on Io the day he 
had to lament that ** these English do not 


world,” The men of-the ** nation of shop: 
keepers,” as ho once termed the English, 
stood the fearful hammering of the French 


artillery and cavalry—hence, partly, the 
merely defensive action of the English, 
Very late in the day the advanced guard of 
the Prusslans began to make thelr presence 
known ; and then Napoleon decided on his 
grand coup, by ordering up his reserve, 
which had not once been {in action during 
the battle—the unylelding Imperial guard, 
with Noy, *‘ the bravest of the brave,” In 
command. Thelr two successive charges 
were repulsed with Immense loss, and Ney 
himself had one or two horses shot under 
him, bub heroically headed one attack on 
foot, while a loose coat he wore at the time 
was riddled with bullets. And now the 
experienced eye of Wellington seized the 
moment of victory by ordering the advance 
of the whole British army ; the Prussians 
ab the same time appearing In greater force, 
tbe rout of the French was complete, 

It may not be generally known that |Grou- 
chy was outgeneralled by Blucher,as the wily 
old Prussian engaged the attention of the 
Freno by the stability of his front ranks, 
whilst the main body of his army, favored 
by au intervening wood, quickly drew off 
to Waterloo, leaving Grouchy to the cut- 
ting orlticlsm of J. O. Ropes. 

According to the French historian Emile 
de Bonnechose and others, Ney, in the 
place of being too supine, was too impetu- 
ous. Grouchy was a failure. D'Erlon and 
Ney could not force Quatre Bras. Welllng- 
ton was not taken by surprise, as ‘this un- 
skillful, slow, and faulty movements were 
unworbhy of his reputation,” as the event 
proved were perfect ; and nothwithstand- 
{og Bonapacte’s successes of the previous 
day, Wellington proved himself to be the 
most consummate general ; still we admit 
that there was no man ever born in the 
world who could have filled with svch 
splendor the place of the first Napoleon. 

Hence the trlamphant honors heaped up- 
on Wellington wore the more merited and 
the *‘conqueror of the conqueror” was the 


genius; and why J.O Ropes should suppose 


Emperor's noble testimony, we oan only 
abttritute to prejudice both against the Duke 


Sir Walter Scott, ab Parls, in 1816, per- 
sonally made the following enquiries of the 
“Suppose, Your 
Grace, Blucher had not come up at Water- 
loo?” The Duke replied “I could have 
kepb my ground until next morning.” 
“Suppose Grouchy had come first?” 
‘‘Blucher would have been close behind 
him,” ‘*Bub suppose Your Grace had been 
compelled to recreat?” ‘I could have 
taken position in the foreab of Solgales, 
and defied all until the allies joined.” 
“*Wan there any part of the day Your Grace 
despaired?’ ‘*Never.” 

And in 1833 Lord Hill, the second in 
command of the British ab Watesloo, when 
questioned, *‘Was there any part of the 
day at Waterloo, My Lord, when you ever 
desponded as to the result?" ‘*Despond,” 
replied Lord Hill, **never, there never was 
the least panlo; we had gained rather than 
lost ground by evening. No, there never 
was s moment I had the least doubt of the 
resulb,”’ 

One of the present writer's near relations 
was in the battle In the gallant 42nd High- 
landers and he has had much {nformation 
of the actions at Quatre Bras and Waterloo 
through him,and his statements agree with 





the general authentic descriptions of the 
engagements. 

To Mllustrate the depreolatory apirlb that 
animates such accounts as those made by J. 
O, Ropes and some more exsusable French 
desoriptions, and who cannot and do not 
want tc see any merit In the English : Tho 
writer was once In the company of ono of 
Napoleon's old Imperial Guards, and whon 
questioned how 1b was that Wellington was 
so succeasfal In the Peninsala, he replied

lery. Any inacouracies, he thought, wore 
due to the deficient acoustics of the cham- 
ber, especially as to the portion behind the 
Bpoakor’s dais. 

The Commissioner of Public Works do 
fended the work of his hands. He praised 
the chamber as a model of acoustic perioo- 
tlon. No matter how strong, how impas- 
sioned tho voice of the orator there was ab- 
solutely no ocho, no reverberation. He re- 
minded the mombers that they werein 
chamber four times aa large as the old one 
and 26 foes wider than the one at Ottawa. 
They should remember that they were not 
addressing their constituonts in a little 
oountry school house. It was not necessary 
to raise the pitch of the voice but to in- 

tan and Mr. Fraser instanced 
the artistic voice production of tho singer. 

Mr. Uampboll attacked tho light. He 
was fearful for the visual organs of the 
members. He pictured them in alternate 
rows with blue and green oye-glassos. He 
suggested atained glass windows and color- 
- lights. Let there be light, had said Mr, 

aser, and there was light and plonty of it. 

Mr. Fraser said that as soon as suffi- 
cient power had been obtained the quality 
of the electric light would vastly improve.

Mr. Meredith suggested that a drapory 
be suspended beneath the press gallery, 
thus preventing the sound waves from los- 
ing themselves before they winged their 
way upwards, 

hen the House settled down to business. 
On special resolution Messrs. Porter, Car- 
enter, Fell, Gibson (Huron), G. B. Smith, 
Wood (Hastings) and McCleary were 
granted their sessional allowance, although 
obaynt through sickness and other causes. 
everal of the judges of the Supreme 
Court of Ontario have for many years re- 
ecived an annual allowance from this pro- 
vince of $1000 as heir and devises commis- 
sioners. From 1869 until 1879, inclusive, 
this allowance has been made to all the 
judges. 

Divers other important dutios have from 
time to time been assigned by the Provin- 
eil Legislature to the judges of the Suprome 
Court outside of litigious mattera and their 
ordinary duties, including amongat other 
pariicelact those connected with provincial 
election trials, estate bills, regulations to 
govern the practice of the surrogate courts, 
county courts and division courts, as well 
onthe practice of the respective branches 
of the Supreme Court. 

Having reference to the salaries of these 
judges under Dominion legislation the At- 
torney-General introduced the following 
resolution, which was considered in com- 
mittee of the whole and carried: ‘‘That it 
is reasonable tor this Province hencefor- 
ward to extend to all the judges of the 
Supreme Court of Ontario an annual allow- 
ance of $1000 in acknowledgment of their 
services in theso matters, the allowance 
being deemed to include their services as 
members of the Heir and Devisee Commis- 
sion, their traveling expenses in election 
trials, and all other services which by any 
pastor future Provincial legislation they 
may from time to time be called on to 
render in addition to thoir ordinary duties.”

With Fast Steamships in Connection. 


MonrTreaL, Blay 23,—Oanada is to have 
another great railway if the latest project 
is carried to a successful consummation.

| perior Railway and will be in direct opposi- 
tion to the Canadian Pacific. 

The big scheme has been hatching for 
many months, but it was not until Satur-

Sault Ste. Marie to Ottawa—probably 
over the Ottawa and Parry Sound Railway. 

Ottawa to Montreal—perhaps over the 
Canada Atlantic. 

Thence over the Montreal and Sorel 
| Railway, which will be extended to Levis, 
and then in all probability by the Inter- 
; colonial and Baie des Chaleurs Railway to 
The whole to be known as the 
Atlantio and Lake Superior Railway,

8WI8S EXHIBIT CLOSED. 


Because the Commissioner Olnims the 
U.S, Has Treated Him With Indignity, 


Cuicaco, May 23.—The Swiss exhibit in 
the great manufactures and liboral art 
building is temporarily closed. Jamos Per- 
renoud, the Swiss commissioner, claims 
that his Government has been treated with 
indignity by the United States customs 
officers, and he ordered the Swias section to 
be closed until the Minister of Switzerland 
at Washington, who has been notified, has 
obtained satisfaction. 

Saturday afternoon P. B. Nemitz, agent 
of the 30 Swiss exhibitors, and having in 
charge over $100,000 of exhibits, was ar- 
rested for selling a diamond brooch, whioh 
was held in bond bythe United States 
custom office. As soon as he was arrested 
two customs officers wore put in oharge of 
the exhibit, which was closed by them. 

Commissioner Perrenoud did not hear 
of it until late Saturday night, when 
one of his assistants told him. He at once 
communicated with the Customs House De- 
iste and demanded to know why 

nited States officers had been placed in 
charge of property under the guardian- 
ship of Swiss officers without notifying him. 
He also sent a despatch to the Swiss 
Minister at Washington notifying him of 
the alleged indignity, and pending a settle- 
ment Commissioner Perrouond temporarily 
closed the Swiss exhibit. 

Speaking of the affair this morning he 
said that he did not hold that the United 
Btates officers were in the wrong in arrest- 
ing the agent, but he claimed that he as 
representative of Switzerland should have 
first been communicated with. 

**As soon as 1 heard of Nemitz’s arrest,” 
hecontinued, “I formally dismissed him 
from the service. But 1 claim that the 
Swiss exhibit is practically on Swiss soil, 
and that the United States officers have no 
right to trespass without saying a word 
tome. They came and took possession of 
the property of certain subjects of the 
Government of Switzerland and placed it 
in the charge of United Btates officers. 
This they had no right todo. I had iasued 
orders to all the agente telling them they 
must under no circumstances sel! any of 
the exhibite under the penalty of the 
United States laws.” 

Commissioner Perrenuod met Collector 
Olark yestorday and tho matter was 
satisfactorily adjusted. Nemitz’s goods aro 
stillin charge of customs officers, but the 
Bwiss exhibits will be opened to-morrow.

All efforts to domesticate the seal, he de- 
clared, had failed. 

Sir Charles read the evidence of London 
and Paris furriors to the effect that the 
seals from the Pribyloff Islands, which are 
American. territory, comme bred, intor- 
bred with the scals from the Lomandarski 
Islands belonging to Russia. 

Sir Charles next argued 
that allthe seals did notreturn to the 
Pribyloff Islands, some remajning on the 
coasts of British Columbia and Alaska, 
Sir Charles delivered a saroastio allusion to 
Mr, Carter’s argument about the origin of 
the property in the laws of nature. 

This allusion evoked a warm protest 
from Mr, Carter, whoasidit wasa mis- 
representation of his argumont, 

Panis, May 25,—Sir Charles Russell con- 
tinued his argument in behalf of the British 
case before the Behring Bea Tribunal 
of Arbitration, Sir Charles said that be- 
fore the Pribyloff Islands were discovered 
pelagic sealing had been exercised, and 
the discovery and ownership of the Pri- 
byloff Iulands coujd not destroy the previ- 
ous right of mankind, : 

Sir Charlos reproached Mr. Carter, one 
of tho American counsel, with having 
argued on metaphysica and other ethics in- 
stoad of law, and he refuted the contention 
that killing female seals was wrong. No 
law, Sir Charles said, sdpported such a 
contention 

Mr. Carter objected to the version of his 
arguments used by Sir Russell for the pur- 
pose of quotation. A warm passage of 
words ensued between Mr. Carter and Sir 
Charles Russell. 

The latter then proceeded to argue that 
Mr. Carter’s contention that it was the 
duty of the United States to preserve the 
seals for mankind and to appropriate the 
usufruct was only of academic interest. 
Sir Charles quoted cases mentioned in the 
American argument to prove there could be 
no right of property io the seals, 

Sir Charles Tupper went into a minute 
analysis of municipal law of France, of Eng- 
land and the United States respeotin ro- 
perty io wild animals to prove that the jaw 
could be invoked in support of the Ameri- 
can claim to property in the seals. 

The onus lay on the United States, he de- 
clared, to prove that internation! law laid 
down the principle that seals}were not ferac 
naturae, or that nations were agreed to ex- 
cept seals from the common right to take 
from the sea whatover was found in the sea. 
The United States had not proved that 
pelagic sealing or even the slaughter of 
gravid female scals was an offence against 
international law, + 

Mr. Carter challenged Sir Charles to 
show when the United States Government 
had vouched for Prof. Elliott, formerly 
American treasury agent for the Pribyloff 
Islands, as the ahh authority on seal life. 

In response, Sir Charles quoted from let- 
ters writien by Mr. Bayard, Mr. Blaineand 
Charles J. Goff, American agent for the 
Pribyloff Islands, in which Prof. Elliott is 
thus referred to. He further submitted 
that the appointment of Prof. Elliott as 
American commissioner by special act of 
Congress, was farther proof that the United 
States Government considered him an 
authority on seal life. 


Beurast, May 25.—Lord Salisbury was 
received with great enthusiasm Tuesday at 
Larne by the opponents ot Irish Home 
Rule. 

Lord Salisbury, in responding to a 
Unionist’s address at Larne, said that if 
Great Britain should be hostile to Ireland 
or should oven entertain the kiad of friend- 
ship manifosted hy Sweden towards Nor- 
way—Mr. Gladstone's favorite inatance of 
the advantages of Homo Rule—then the 
sources of prosperity in Ireland would be 
dried up and tho industries of Ulster would 
dooay. 

He «nid that he desired oarnoatly to im- 
press upou his hearers that all the blessings 
enjoyed through union depended on the 
vigor with which they now fought the 
enemy. Their present action wonld doter- 
mine the destiny of Irishmen, Bootohmen 
and Englishmen for generations to come. 

Upon his arrivalin Belfast Lord Salis 
bury received an ovation. In replying to 
an ardress from the corporation Lord Salis- 
bury briefly ulluded to the wealth and on- 
terprise of Belfast. No city, His Lordship 
said, had a deeper interest in maintaining a 
full connection with Great Britain.

Lord Salisbury repudiated the reports 
from Gladstonian sources to the effect that 
if Home Rule should be defeated now the 
Conservatives and their Liberal-Unionist 
allies would suggest asimilar scheme, This 
report had no foundation in truth. 

Vbenever the Conservatives should be 
again in charge of the Government they 
would go back to the policy which they had 
already put to the test with satisfactory 
resulta. 

Lord Salisbury afterwards took a train 
for Baronscourt, in County Tyrone, the seat 
of the Duke of Abercorn.

THEY HANGED A DEAD MAN. |,.... 


NeOHAD OUT His THROAT WHEN 


MB ABARD THEM COMING 


With a Hope Mound Ite Neok They Drag 


the Corpse Through the Streets and 
Atring It Up—Then Freasied Mon Orash 


re Out of Human Shape, 


Conunwa, Mich., May 26.—Last night 
William Sullivan, the murderer of Layton 
Leotoh at Durand, board from his cell in 
the jail hore the shouts ofa mob of more 
than 1000 people and the splintering of the 
doorn that stood between his life and the 
avongors of the man he had murdored 

Realizing that his stay on earth was 
short, Sullivan grasped a piece of broken 
bottle that he had in some way amuggled 
into his cell and sawed at his throat with 
ite ragged odge. Ashe sovored his jugular 
vein and fell to the floor the outer door gave 
way. Thero wasa short atruggle between 
the Shoriff and his deputics and the mob, 
and the defense of the jail was over. 

The door of Sullivan's cell was battered 
down with sledgo hammers, and ina moment 
the misorable wretch, with the blood flow- 
ing from his throat, was boing drogged 
along the corridors with a rope about his 
neok, Every inch of the 50 feet of manilla 
was grasped by willing hands, and the un 
resisting weight at the other end of it was 
soon dangling from the limb of a tree loss 
than 100 feet from the jail. 

Sullivan’s body was lowered a dozen 
times, and each timo it was assaulted with 
hare hands, with sticks, stones and boob 
heels. Even the murderer's clothes were 
torn from his body. After amusing itself 
for some time in this way the crowd took 
the rope from the limb and started on a 
run around town, dragging the blood- 
stained, dust-covered oe mutilated bndy. 

Over sidewalks and against trees it 
bumped, through mud puddles and street 
filth it was dragged, until finally tiring of 
thoir sport the ocowd loft it lying in front 
of a saloon and sent word to the sheriff that 
their revenge was com lete and that he 
could have the body. Dozens of men jump- 
ed upon the head and face of the dead orim- 
inal, and crushes out all human semblance 
with their boot heels. 

While the crowd was dragging the body 
about the streets and was in a ay, of 
rage, thera wore cries of ‘‘Let’s build a bon 
fire and burn the brute’s body |" This was 
taken up on all sides and preparations had 
actually begun to this end and when some 
of the cooler heads induced the mob to give 
up the scheme aud turn the body over to 
the shoriff. : 

The men who led the assault on the jail 
numbered not more than 100, 60 of whom 
are said to have been personal friends and 
neighbors of Leotch at Durand. Most of 
them wore masked, and there is no one this 
morning who admits that he recognized any 
of them. ; 

No shots were fired by the sheriff or his 
deputies, of which there were a dozen, al- 
though the sheriff declares that the defend- 
era pounded the mobover the head with 

ieces of the battered-down door and the 
Putts of their revolvers until overcome. 

The Durand party left town by the mid- 
night eastbound train, singing and appar- 
ently as happy as larks over the work ao- 
complished. The remainder of the crowd 
soon after disappeared and in a few hours 
the town had assumed its matural appear- 
ance, 

Sullivan’s murder of Leetch last winter 
was a peculiarly atrocious one. The mur- 
der was of an excessively low order of in- 
telligenoe, savage and cruel in the extreme. 
He was only 22 years old. Laat Sunday he 
was caught in Detroit, and it was only by 
the strategem of taking him in a freight 
car that the officers succeeded in avoiding a 
mob in broad daylight and in ge?ting him 
to the jail in this city. At Durand ao far- 
ious mob held all the passenger trains from 
Detroit until they had been thoroughly 
searched. 

Notwithstanding Sullivan’s character and 
the crime which he committed, the people 
are profoundly shocked over the mob's bar- 
barities. It is reported that tho capital 
punishment bill, which has passed ono 
house of the Legislature, now has nochance 
of becoming a law. 

A coroner's jury gave a verdiot of suicide 
in Sullivan's case. Thore is no doubt that 
he wos dead before the men reached him. 


SUNDAY OPBNING OPPOSED. 


An Injunction to be Taken Out Against 
the Sabbath Desecration, 


Cutoaao, May 26.—The first shot in the 
Sunday opening fight has been fired. United 
States District Attorney Milchrist, tollow- 
ing a conference with Attornoy-Genoral 
Olney in Washington, has sent a lengthy 
telegram of instructions to Assistant 
District Attorney Hand in Chicago. 

That official has already begun the work 
of drawing upa bill for an injunotion re- 
straining the World’s Fair officials from 
Opening the gates Sunday. 

The application for an injunotion will be 
filed in the United States District Court 
85 s00n as completed, which will be Friday 
or Saturday. 

This afternoon Mr. Hand said Congress 
provided for Sunday closing without giving 
the commission any discretionary power 
in the matter. This is the stand we will 
take. What the Distriot Court will decide 
is a question. 

We expect to filo the bill in time to 
secure an injuction which will close the 
gates this Sunday. It will be directed to 

th directory and commission.

Little Micky Stanton Didn't Mean to Kill 
Hor, Bat the Pistol Was Loaded. 


Sina Sina, May 26.—Little Micky Stan- 
top, a 7-yoar-old boy of this place, yester- 
day shot Emma Williams, a 4-year-old 
playmate, inthe head.

Talmage's Sermon on the Sick Woman 


Who Teuched the Lord's Garmeont— 


“Daughter, Thy Faith Hath Made Thee 


Whole. Go in Peace, 


BROOKLYN, May 21,—Rev. Dr. Tal- 
mage to-day chose for histext the subject 
of his discourse, the inquiry addressed by 
the Saviour to those who surrounded 
Him, when, the invalid woman having 
touched His garment, He asked, ‘‘Who 
Touched Me *’ Mark 6, 81, 

* great crowd of excited people elbow- 
ingeach other this way and that, and 
Christ in the midst of the commotion, 
They were on the way to see Him restore 
tocomple health a dying person. Some 
thought He could effect cure, others that 
He could not. Atany rate, it would be 
an interesting experiment. A very sick 
woman of twelve years’ invalidism is in 
the crowd. Some siy her namo was 
Martha, others say it was Veronica. I do 
not knotv what her name was; but this 
is certain, she bad tried allstyles of cure. 
Every shelf of her humble home had 
medicines on it. She had employed many 
of the doctors of that time when medi- 
cal science was more rude and rough 
and ignorant than we can imagine in 
this time, when the word physician 
or surgeon stands for potent and 
educated skill. Professor Lightfoot 
gives a list of what he supposes 
may have been the remedies she had ap- 

lied, I suppose she had been blistered 
rom head to foot, and had tried the 

compress, and had used all kinds of as- 
tringent herbs, and she had been maul- 
ed and hacked and cut and lacerated 
until life to her was a plague. Besides 
that, the Bible indicates her doctors’ 
bills had run up frightfully, and she had 
paid money for medicines and for surgi- 
cal attendance and for hygienic appara- 
tus until her purse was as exhausted as 
her body. 

What, poor woman, are you doing in 
that jostling crowd? Better go home 
and to bed and nurse your disorders. 
No! Wanand wasted and faint she 
stands there, her face distorted with suf- 
fering, and ever and anon biting her li 
with some acute pain, and sobbing until 
her tears fall from the hollow eye upon 
the faded dress ; only able to stand be- 
cause the crowd is 80 close to her push- 
ing her this way and that. Stand back! 
Why do you crowd that poor body? 
Have you no consideration for a dying 
woman? But just at that time the crow 
parts and this invalid comes almost up 
to Christ; but she is behind Him and His 
human eye does not take her in. She 
has heard so much about His kindness 
to the sick, and she does feel so wretch- 
ed, she thinks if she can only just touch 
Him once it will do her good. She will 
not touch Himon the sacred head, for 
that might be irreverent. She will not 
tonch Him on the hand, for that might 
seem too familiar, She says: ‘I will, I 
think, touch Him on His coat—not on 
the top of it, or on the bottom of the 
main fabric, but on the border, the blue 
border, the long threads of the fringe of 
that blue border; there can be no harm 
in that, I dont think He will hurt me, I 
have heard so muclhvabouthim. Besides 
that I can stand this no longer. Twelve 
years of suffering have worn me out, 
This is my last hope.” And she passes 
through the crowil and kneels and puts 
her finger to the edge of the blue fringe 
of the border. She just touches ‘it. 
Qnick as an electric shock there. thrilled 
back into her shattered nerves and 
shrunken veins and exhausted arteries 
and panting lungs and withered muscles 
health, bewutiful health, God-given and 
complete health. The 12 years’ march 
of pain and pang and suffering over 
suspension-bridge of nerve and through 
tunnel of bone instantly halted. 

Chri@t recognizes somehow that mag- 
netic and healthful influence through th 
medium of the blue fringe of His gar- 
ment had shot out. He turns and looks 
upon that excited crowd, and startles 
them with the interrogatory of my text : 
“Who touched me?’ The insolent crowd 
in substance replied: ‘‘How do we know? 
You get into a crowd 
must expect to be jostled. You ask usa 
Crees You know we cannot answer,” 

ut the roseate and rejuvenated woman 
came up and knelt in front of Christ and 
told of the touch, and told of thé reatora- 
tion, and Jesus said: ‘Daughter,. thy 
faith hath made thee whole. Go in, 
peace.” So Mark gives usa dramatiza- 
tion of the Gospel. Oh, what a doctor 
Christ is! In everyone of our households 
may he be the family physician, 

Notice that there is no addition of help 
to others without substraction of wer 
from ourselves. The contextsays that as 
soon as this womin healed Jesus 
felt that virtue or strength bad gone out 
of Him. No addition of help to others 
without sulstraction of strength from 
ourselves, Did you never get tired for 
others? Have you never risked your 
health for others? Have you never 
pieces & sermon, or delivered an ex- 
10rtation, or offered a burning prayer, 

and then felt afterward that strength 
had gone out of you? Then you have 
never imitated Christ. 

Are you curious to know how that gar- 
ment of Christ should have wrought such 
a cure for this suppliant invalid? I sup- 
pose that Christ was surcharged with 
vitality, You know that diseases may be 
conveyed from city to city by garments, 
as in case of epidemic, and so I suppose 
that garments may be surcharged with 
health, I suppose that Christ had such

No 
addition of health to others unless there 
bo a subtraction of strength from our- 
selves, He felt that strength had gone

Notice alsoin this subject a Christ 
sonsitive to bumen toveb Wa toll 
about God on a vast scale eo much we 
hardly appreciate his accessibility. God 
in magnitude rather than God in min 
utios, God in the infinite rather than God 
in the infinitesimal ; but here in uy text 
we have a God arrested by a suffering 
touch. When in the sham trial of Christ 
they struck Him onthe cheek we can 
realize how that cheek tingled with pain. 
When under the scourging the rod 
struck the shoulders and back of Christ, 
we can realize how He must have writh- 
ed under the lacerations. But here there 
is asick and nerveless finger that just 
touches the long threads of the blue 
fringe of His coat, and He looks around 
and says: ‘*Who touched Me?’ 

We talk about sensitive people, but 
Christ was the impersonification ofall sen- 
sitiveness, The slightest stroke of the 
smallest finger of human disability makes 
all the nerves of His head and heart and 
hand and feet vibrate. It is not a stolid 
Christ, nota phlegmatic Christ, nota 
preoccupied Christ, not a hard Christ, 
not an iron-caséd Christ, but an exquisite- 
ly sensitive Christ that my text unveils, 
All the things that touch us touch Him, 
il by the hand of prayer we make the 
connecting line between him and our- 
selves complete, Mark you, this invalid 
of the text might have walked through 
that crowd all day and cried about her 
suffering, and no relief would have come 
if she had not touched him. When in 
your prayer you lay your hand on 
Christ, you touch all the sympathies of 
an ardent and glowing and responsive 
nature, 

You know that in telegraphy there are 
two currents of electricity. So when 
you put out your hand of prayer to 
Christ thére’are two currents—a current 
of sorrow rolling up from your heart to 
Christ, and a current of commiseration 
rolling from the heart of Christ to you. 
Two currents. Oh, why do you go won- 
dering about this and wondering about 
that? Why do you not touch Him? 


Are you sick? I do not think you are 
any worse off than this invalid of the 
text. Have you had a long struggle? I 
do not tliink that it has been more than 
twelve years. Is. your case hopeless. 
So was this of which my text was the 
diagnosis and prognosis, ‘‘Oh,” you 
say, ‘‘there are so many things botween 
me and God.” There was a whole mob 
between this invalid and Christ. She 
pressed through and I guess you can 
press through. 

Is your trouble a home trouble? Christ 
shows himself especially sympathetic 
with questions of domesticity, as when 
at the wedding in Cana He alleviated a 
housekeeper’s predicament, as when 
tears rushed forth at the broken home of 
Mary and Martha and Lazarus. Men 
are sometimes ashamed to weep, There 
are men who if the tears start will con- 
ceal them, They think it is unmanly to 
ery. They do not seem to understand it 
is manliness and evidence of a great 
heart, Iam afraid of a man who does 
not know how to cry. The Christ of the 
text was notashamed to cry over hu- 
man misfortune, Look at that deep lake 
of tears opened by tRe two words of the 
evangelist: ‘Jesus wept !” Behold 
Christ on the only day ot His early 
triumph marching on Jerusalem, the 
glittering domes obliterated by the blind- 
ing rain of tears in His eyes and on His 
cheek; for when He beheld the city He 
wept over it. O man of the many trials, | 
O woman of the heartbveak, why do you | 
not touch Him? ' 

“Oh,” says some one, “Christ ~lon’t 
care forme, Christ is looking the other 
way. Christ has the vast affairs of his 
kingdom to look after. He has the 
armies of sin to overthrow, and there are 
so many worse cases of trouble than 
mine He doesn’t care about me, and His 
face is turned the other way.” So His 
back was turned to this invalid of the 
text. He wason His way to effect a 
cure which was famous and popular and 
wide resounding. “But the context Bays, \ 
“He turned Him about.’ If He was 
facing tothe north He turned to the 
south ; if He was facing to the eust He 
turned to the west. What turned Him 
about? The Bible says He has no 
shadow of turning. He rides on in His 
chariot through the _ eternities. He , 
marches on, crushing scepters as though } 
they were the crackling alders on a 
brook’s bank, and tossing thrones on } 
either side of Him without stopping to 
look which way they fall. From ever- 
lasfig to everlasting. ‘He turneth Him 
about.” He whom all the allied armies 
of hell cannot stop a minute or divert an 
inch, by the wan, sick, nerveless finger 
of human suffering turned clear about. 

Oh, what comfort there is in this sub- 
ject for people who are called nervous. 
Of course it is a misapplied word in that 
case, but I use it in the ordinary par- 


lance. After twelve years of sulfering, 
oh, what nervous depression she must 
have had, You all know that a good 


deal of medicine taken if it does not cure 
leaves the system exhausted, and in the 
Bible in so many words sho ‘bad suffer- 
ed many things of many physicians, and 
was nothing better, but rather gre 
worse.” Tht was as nervous 48 nervou 

could be. She knew all about insomnia

Sir Charles argued that the seizures of 
vessels in the open soa were unjustifiable 
for apy reason except piracy and that the 
right of visitation and search of vessels 
upon the open sea was non-existant save as 
ap iperan act or as conceded by treaty. 

rance and the United States had always 
staunchly denied-the right of visitation ex- 
cept under agreement for the suppression 
of the slave trade and had never allowed 
their national rights in this regard to be 
overruled. 

This right, which, Sir Charles said, Great 
Britain undeniably possessed, had been con- 
ceded her by France and Spain. Although 
Britain possessed this right she had nover 
exercised it against other powers, as the 
United States was trying to do, It had 
not been claimed against the United States 
after the recognition of their independence; 
and an attempt todo so had been specifi- 
cally denounced by Lord Bathurst in 1815.

New Yorn, May The  Hernld’s 
special from San Juan del Sur saya; After 
the battle of Masaya a peace commission 
was suggested, Tho American minister, 
Mr. Baker, the Austrian and American 
counsels and Banker Medina agreed to 
sorvo, They met some of the membera of 
the revolutionary party and discussed the 
terms of a peaceable settiomont Alter 
consulting nearly all day the commission 
returned to Managua and announced that 
they had agreed upon a plan to be sub 
mitted. The torma have been yk sooret, 
but the most important points have boon 
learned, 

President Sacaza will resign in favor of 
some one of the revolutionary leaders con- 
nected with the provisional government, to 
be selected by him, who will immediate- 
ly assume the office of prosident of the re- 
mblic 
Notwithstanding the agreemont ot the 
peace commission there has been no trues 
declared. There was another battle yon- 
terday. The insurgents, with 600 well- 
armed men, under Gonorals Alegria and 
Mendez, took Jolateps by assault, The 
Government forces advance lino was re- 
pulsed at the point of the bayonet and the 
victorious revolutionists then rushed into 
the town. In this fight 200 rifles, 50 boxes 
of cartridges and several prisoners wore 
captured. 

A provisional government has been form- 
ed by the reyolutioniats, and they have an- 
nounged their intention of managing affairs, 

After thoir defeat near Masaya the Gov- 
ernment forces retired to Tipatnpita, where 
the remnant of the army gathered on the 
plaza. 

New Yors, May 26.--A Panama special 
to The Press says: It has been learned that 
the Nicaragua Canal Company's lake stoam- 
er Victoria, the whereabouts of which 
had been shrouded in mystery, is 
being used-asa troop transport by the 
revolutionists. As such it was of groat 
service in conveying 500 soldiers com- 
manded by Gen, Montoil and Col. Tala- 
vera to San Carlos, which fort was sur- 
rendered en the 12th without a shot being 
fired, 

At Rama, the most important point on 
the Moaquito coast, the revolutionary 
generals, Alexander Chamberlain and 
Alfaro, are in control, aud thero is no 
doubt San Juan del Norte will be quietly 
surrendered, Tho» proclamation of San- 
tiago Morales, as president, is not con- 
strued asa permanent appointment, but 
merely a temporary makeshift to give 
credit to the revolutionary party. 


A NICE POINT OF LAW. 


shall the Bars in London Close by Stand- 
ard or Solar Time, 


Lonpor, May 27.—The Polico Magistrate 
PeEEAY, heard the caso of Oharles W. 
avis, proprietor of the Tecumseh House, 
who was charged with selling liquor during 
prohibited hours on the night of May 18. 
Mr. Robert Henderson, licens ton 
swore that at 10.24 o’clock on the night in 
question he entered the Tecumseh House 
bar and found several men there drinking 


ea 

Mr. MoKillop, for the prosecution, con- 
tended that all places of business and all 
courts of justice opened and closed by stan- 
dard time, The licensed hotelkeepers had 
never informer years endeavored to use 
solar time, and not until 18 days after the 
new regulations came into force did they 
attempt to do so. 

Mr. Gibbons, who conducted the defence, 
said that standard time was 25 minutes 
faster than solar time. Ifthe formor was 
to govern the detendant was guilty; if the 
latter, then there could be no conviction. 
He cited an instance where a petition was 
filed in the South Bruce election case after 
the hour for closing, 3o'clock. Mr, Justice 
MoLellan decided that the petition was not 
too late, as it had been filed before 3 o'clock 
by solar time. Eight or nine years ago the 
railways adopted standard time witheut 
any authorization, and no logislation had 
made standard time legal. Therefore as 
yet solar time was the only logal time. 

The magistrate hardly underatood the 
significance of standard time until it was 
explained that the meridian ae 
through Prescott governed tho staudar 
time here, but that the solar time here was 
25 minutes slower than the standard time 
at either place. He admitted that al- 
though the solar time should goyorn, the 
license commissioners ocyidently meant 
standard time. 

Mr. Gibbons said that the regulatiqns 
muat be implied to mean legal time. He 
Lee another decision by Chief Baron 

‘ollock, who decided that, no matter what 
the standard time was, legal time must be 
used in deciding questions of law. 

Mr. McKillop then urged that Mr. 
Gibbons used standard time in attending 
courts. 

Tho Magistrate: Yos, you came hero this 
morning by 10 o’olock, standard time. 

Mr. hinbona: That was simply out of re- 
spect for your worship. 

Judgment was reserved until Monday.

Dr. Wild Says the Queen Pays for the 
Privilege of Reigning. 


Toronto, May 29. -—-About 1000 members 
of the eastern section of the 8,0.E.B.S. 
aud St. George’s Society assembled 
at Shaftesbury Hall yesterday after- 
noon. Each man wore a_ button- 
hole bouquet of imposing dimensions, The 
oceasion was the annual churoh parade ot 
the eastern section. 


Tho lodges formed at Shaftesbury Hall 
under the command of Marshals Plum and 
Watson. With the Naval Brigado at the 
head and about 200 of the juvenile 8.0.E. 
bringing up the rear, they marched by way 
of Yonge and Oarlton-streots to the Pa- 
vilion. 

The sermon was preached by Rev. Dr. 
Wild, who took his text from Galatians, | 
vi.,10: *‘As we have thorefore opportunity, 
lot us do good unto all mon, especially them 
who are of the household of faith.” Dr. 
Wild Ae of the great good being done by 
the 8.0.E. as a society and cited many in- 
atances of their kindly work. He referred 
to the loyalty of Englishmen to their Queen 
and country. Taking up the subject of 
royalty, he showed by plain facts and 
figures that the government of LEng- 
land was the cheapest in the world. | 
The Doctor said that tho second act 
passed in Her Majesty's reign was that 
which settled her income at $1,925,000 per 
year. In return for this the Queen yielded 
to the state the crown lands and her own 
eat property for the remainder ot her 
ife, and the state became administrator. 
The income from the estates which she con- 
ceded has gradually increased, until in 1877 
it amounted to $2,050,000. In 1880-1, 
owing to the severe agricultural depression, 
it decreased to $1,950,000. Ewen then, the 
country had a gain of $25,000. Out of her 
income ot $1,925,000 the Queen has control 
of $350,000. The rest of tthe income is 
managed by the Parliament. 

The Doctor then spoke of the ex- 
penses of the Prince of Wales, who 
received a salary of $200,000 por year. 
He also had eiependent property of his 
own, part of which was the Duchy of Corn- 
wall, and on coming of age he conceded 
these lands to the Government, and the 
revenue derived from them has more than 
paid the $200,000 yearly income. For in- 
stance, in ome year the revenue was 
$330,000, a gain to tho country of $130,000. 
He then spoke of the objections raised by 
a number of people to the custom of the 
atate giving dowries to the children of the 
Queen upon their marrying, and said that 
by the Royal Marriage Act no descendant 
of King Goorge LL can marry except under 
the following conditions: 

(1) They mast marry only those of royal 
blood; (2) Then they caaoe marry until the 
age of 25, and even they must give one 
year's notice tothe Privy Couucil and obtain 
the consent of Crownand Parliament; (3) they 
ar WARE ge inany commercial business;

Under these restrictions, Dr. Wild con- 
tends that itis only fair that their living 
should be provided for by the nation. 

The average income from the Queen's 
property up tothe present time has been 
$2,000,000 per year, so that the Queen 
actually pays the nation 875,000 per year 
for the eions of ruling.

The Young Couple Will Receive No Grant 


From Parliament, 


Lonpox, May 29.—Princess May of Teck 
celebrated the 26th anniversary of her birth 
Friday. The White Lodge at Richmond 
Park was gayly decorated. Tho Duke of 
York passed the day at the lodge. He will 
be married in naval uniform as befits his 
character of Sailor Prince. 

As soonasthe Princess is married she 
will, in accordance with the Queen's desire, 
be known as Prinoess Victoria, Duchess of 
York. 

Mr. Gladstone announces that the Goy- 
ernment does not intend to ask Parliament 
to make a grant of money for the bride and 
groom. A wedding in the reigning family 
without a state appropriation is uuprece- 
dented in English history, It is another 
indication that royalty does not want to 
come in conflict with the Radicals, who 
are bitterly opposed to all such grants. 

The Prince of Wales has a special al- 
lowance of £180,000 a year for his child- 
ren. In consequence of the death of the 
Duke of Clarence the rtion reserved for 
his use is available for his surviving sisters 
and brother. 

If this sum is divided according to pre- 
cedent, namely, £25,000 a year to each of 
the granddaughters of the Queen, the young 
couple will have $125,000 a year to begin 
housekeeping upon. 

Mrs, William Waldorf Astor will give a 
reception in honor of the Princess May on 
June 22. Other members of the royal 
family will be present.

PREVENT SUNDAY CLOSING 


fle Says Congross Had Withdrawn 












the Appropriation—Ohristinulty Has 

No Part in Law, 

Ontoaco, May 30—-Judgo Stein yoatorday 
issued a temporary injunotion restraining 


the Exposition directory from closing the 
World's Fair on Sundays. 

The decision was mado pursuant to a bill 
filed some wooks ago by Oharlea W. Cing 


stockholder in the Exposition Company 
and as a citizen, 
The procecdings wero in the State courts 


and wero entirely distinot from the more 
recent case in the federal courts, to which 
the United States Government is a party. 

Judge Stein held that Congress had mado 
no law compolling Sunday closing, 

Immedintely after tho reading of the do- 
cision Attorney Edwin Walker gave notice 
that the defendants would file their answer 
in the course of 10 days, after which argu- 
ments will be heard and ao final decision

The courtroom was crowded whon the 
judge began reading his decision. He said 
the main points on whioh to decide this 
caso were, the Federal law involved, its 
moral aspects and the state law. In going 
over tho Federal law Judge Stein 
found that under the Act of 
Congress creating the Exposition the 
whole of Jackson Park could bo thrown 
open to the public on all days of the week, 
Later on Oot, 12, 1892, the appropriation 
then made by Congress provided for Sun- 
day closing. When accepted this conati- 
tuted a legal contract. 

The court went on to say that, while it 
had been shown that Congress had with- 
drawn from its agreement y withholding 
& part of the appropriation, nothing to show 
that the fair authorities had accepted the 
additional condition had been given in 
evidence. This, ho said, left the mattor in 
the hands of the fair authorities, 

Touching tho moral side, on the ground 
taken by intervening petitioner, Charles 
H. Howard, who asked for an order for 
Sunday olosing, the court anid it could not 
consistently grant the petition asked. 
Howard had taken the pos tion that thi 
was a Christian Government, Bud that. 
Christianity was part of thovlaw of the 
country. ‘'This ia clearly not so,” anid the 
court. ‘‘The position is: clearly untenablo 
in a country of religious freedom.” As to 
Violation of state law it was held that the 
intervener had nob proven hig charge, Tho 
judge then summed up by saying that, seo- 
ing no valid reason, legal, mort oy other- 
wise, for not granting the temporary injuno- 
tion as asked, he would enter the restrain- 
ing order. Bond was fixed at $5000.

Next him sits the Jew Joss, the money 
ruler, On the left slb the Red-faced Joss 
and the unknown son—five beautles, to be 
sure. Around behind the throne, in a 
dark corner, is located the Devil Joss, a 
good represontation of a denizen from his 
Satanic Majesty's domains, 

Tho Ohtneeo belonging to the different 
Joss houses are known as one family—not 
as a society or congregatlon—and often 
number many handreds. When coming 
to worship they first awaken the Joos, who 
is always asleep until called upon, by beat- 
ing a drum and ringing a large bell that Is 
{n close proximity. Sach hideous looking 
gods to bow down before! but yet hand- 
somer than many of thelr supplicants.

bits and departed. 

Walking toward the noxt place of Inter- 
esb we note a pecullar box-like structure

Some yoars while ridlog over a For Frost Bitos 
Toxas prairie, fn company with a ranch 
man residing In that vicinity, | nobloed a 
largo Bois D' are (commonly known as 
osage orange fn the north) stamp by tho 
aldo of an old road, jast where 1b ollmbed 
the sido of a doop ravine, 

Tho feature that partloularly drew my 
attontion was a number of morke nour the 
top that were Indlspatable evidence of ite 
having been somotime utilized as a shield 
against foos In tho ravino,or more probably 
charging up the old road, 

I polated out the marks to my companion 
and asked for a history of the affalr that 
caused thom, assuming, from his long reej- 
donco In the vicinity, that 1f anything 
worth relating had occured there, he must 
know about ib.

Royal Theatre-Goers. 


It is the universal, but crroneous, idea 
that royalty is on the free list of the 
European theatres and that a royal person: 
age has but to signify his or her intention 
to patronize a certain place of amusement 
to cause quite a flutter of excitement in the 

_ bosoms of the managers and make them 
feel that they are ‘‘more than repaid,” and 
allthat sort of thing. So tar from this 
being the case, it is a fact that the crowned 
heads and their families pay an exorbitant 

price for their. amusemeft, and are conse- 
quently regarded by managers as angels of 
the sort whose visita are by no means few 
and far between. When the Prince 
of Wales, for instance, visits the theatre, 
the expenditure for box hire alone 
amounts to $100. This is an unwritten 
law at court, says The New York World, 
whether the honse boasts ot a royal box or 
not. The latter, as its name implies, is 
that set apart for kings, queens and their 
blood relatives. It is surmounted by the 
crown of England, and is, of course, fitted 
in more sumptuous style than those that 
surround it, With one or two exceptions 
the box is not reserved exclusively for 
royalty, and it can be hitéd by anyone who 
cares to pay the price—about twice as 
much as is charged for the private boxes, 
The exceptions are the Theatre Royal, 
Drury Lane, the Italian Opera and the 

_ Haymarket Theatre. Inthe case of the 
Haymarket the entrance to the royal seat 
isin o street back of the theatre, Suffolk 

-atreet, and it is reached only by passing 
through» private house. This house is 
leased conditionally upon the right of way 
being granted to princes of the Btood.

Col. SBaundorson, leader of 
Tories, said that the Prime Minister's 
words had confirmed the truth of the 
Unionist contention that every restriction 
in the bill was a sham. 

John Rigby, Solicitor-Goneral, replied 
that the restrictions in the bill would havo 
validity, since if the Irish Legislature 
should exceed their powers the acts in 
question would be worthless.

HARCOURT'S INDIFFERENCE. 


He Has Ostentatiously Absented Himself 
From the Home Kule Debates. 


New York, May 31.--Edmund Yates 
cables: Sir William Harocourt’s singularly 
frigid attitude toward the Home Rule bill is 
viewed with marked disapprobation by the 
Nationalist members. 

He has ostentatiously absented him- 
self from the House of Commons, not only 
during the debate on the second reading, 
but also whenever the bill has been in com- 
mittes, 

Directly upon questions pariee bem dis- 
posed of the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
quietly disappears, and never is seen after- 
ward on the treasury bench except when he 
sometimes comes into the House to vote, 
The undisguised indifference with which 
Bir William Harcourt treats the bill is re- 
garded as very signifivant. 


HAULING DOWN THE FLAG. 


Will Be Tested in the Irish Courts by the 
Londonderry Hotelkespers, 


Lonpon, May 31.—The hauling down of 
the Union Jack at the Londonderry hotels 
has aroused @ storm of Tory wrath which 
only the resignation or impeachment of 
John Morley, Irish Secretary, will fully 
appease. It is still uncertain whether the 
Londonderry polico acted under orders 
directly from the executive to lower the 
fiag or acted independently under the 
general law forbidding the display of party 
emblems. 

Mr. Morley will make an explanation in 
the House. Meantime the Liberal peors 
are discreetly silent, although smarting un- 
der the Tory lash, for in this matter the 
Tories undoubtedly have the people with 
them, and even the Radicals, the least 
patriotic of British citizens, are wincing 
under the reproaches which the incident 
has provoked. 

The Londonderry hotelkeepers, who wore 
compelled to haul down the flag, have de- 
cided tomake party capital out of their 
trouble by bringing it before the Irish 
courts and there testing the legality of the 
order under which they suffored. 

The second incident which the Tories are 
exploiting to re-enforee the lessons drawn 
by them from the Londonderry affair is the 
refusal of the Earl of Aberdeen to hoist the 
British flag over the Irish department at 
the Chicago World’s Fair. This, too, will 
be mado a question of censure of the Gov- 
ernment. 


BEHRING SEA ARBITRATION. 


Legisiation of British Colonies Regarding 
Fishing Privileges Discussed, 

Paris, May 31.—Before the Behring Sea 
Court of Arbitration yesterday Sir Charles 
Russell discussed the alleged analogous 
legislation of New Zealand, Cape of Good 
Hope and Newfoundland, regarding fishing 

rivileges. Sir Oharles contended that the 
egislation of these colonies applied only to 
the three-mile limit. The colonies were by 
their constitution incapable of adopting 
oxtra-territorial legislation. The fishin 
regulations in Greenland had been eferoed 
under a convention of certain nations. The 
conditions in this case by no means obtain- 
ed as regarded other nations. 


(By Agsociated Press.) 


Paris, May 31.—Sir Charles Russell con- j 


tinued to speak in behalf of the British 
case yesterday before the Bebring Sea tri- 
bunal.
